* 16th May 1920: 09:00 UT; Rome: 41N52 12E37. 


The moment when, according to the London Times, the bells of St. 
Peter's and all the other Roman churches rang out to make public 
announcement of the canonization of Joan of Arc. A great picture 
of the Maid of Orleans, hanging from the Basilica, was then 
unveiled to the public. 


The Jupiter-Neptune conjunction in Leo is rising with the 
North Asellus (gamma-Cancri), the Moon is at the Midheaven, and 
Mars at the IC with Arcturus; Saturn at cusp II closely opposes 
Uranus; the Mercury-Venus conjunction in the Xth opposes the 
Node. 


This canonization chart does not seem to confirm the angles 
(whether precessed from 1412 to 1920 by 7°04', or not) of either 
of the two speculative birthcharts given for Ste. Jeanne d’Arc. 
Eshelman's chart, quoted by Lois Rodden in "Profiles of Women", 
is set for local sunset: MC 1AR29 AS 25CN16. Cyril Fagan's chart 
was calculated for 23:24 local time: MC 15CN30 AS 13L112. The 
rationale for both of these speculative charts seems to have been 
the placement of the Moon-Jupiter conjunction in Libra onto an 
angle. This may or may not be correct, but it does suffer by 
causing Mars in Virgo (the fighting maid) to be cadent (IIIrd by 
Eshelman, XIIth by Fagan). Is this correct for a soldier who was 
burnt at the stake? 


That this canonization chart is radical is indicated by its 
Saturn-Uranus opposition being close to the birth Mars-Node op- 
position: event Uranus is just 12' from the birth Node, Saturn 
21'. Event Mars semisquares its natal position. 
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* 18th April 1986: 18:45 UT; Vandenberg Air Force Base, Califor- 
nia: 34N41 120W29. 


A Titan rocket, largest of the US unmanned rockets, carrying a 
secret military payload exploded seconds after takeoff. 22° Can- 
cer rises; the midpoint of the VIth house Mars-Neptune conjunc- 
tion is square MC (1'); Pluto conjunct Fortuna. The chart for the 
solar eclipse of 9th April, set for this location, had Saturn 
rising and Mercury at IC. The event MC is trine eclipse Ascend- 
ant, event Ascendant trine eclipse MC.

* 19th April 1986: 13:30 UT; Sweetwater, Texas: 32N28 100W25. 


Two tornadoes spawned by thunderstorms dipped from the clouds in 
succession, came together and cut a path of destruction a half- 
mile wide and two miles long. One person killed, 90 injured. 
Venus has just risen, 165° from Pluto; Pluto squares Midheaven; 
Moon in IVth squares the Taurus Ascendant; Sun at Node squares 
Mars-Neptune conjunction. 


* 25th April 1986: 23:23 UT; Chernobyl, Ukraine: 51N17 30E15. 


Explosion at nuclear plant touched off a raging blaze which even- 
tually reached inside the reactor and released radicactivity. Two 
people died fighting the fire, 204 were immediately hospitalized 
with radiation sickness, 18 of these in serious condition. On the 
previous day there was a lunar eclipse at 4°Q2" Taurus-Scorpio 
opposite Pluto; the Moon, conjunct event MC, is now opposing 
Venus; the Sun opposes Pluto; all bodies are enclosed by Pluto 
and Venus, only these two are not in the east; Saturn is exactly 
(0') semisquare the rising degree; the Mars-Neptune conjunction 
has just risen. 
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Revelations: "And the third angel sounded, and there fell a 
great star from heaven, burning as it were a lamp, and it fell 
upon the third part of the rivers, and upon the fountains of 
waters; and the name of the star is called wormwood; and the 
third part of the waters became wormwood; and many men died of 
the waters, because they were made bitter." 


The Ukrainian word for wormwood, a bitter wild herb used as 
a tonic in rural Russia, is chernobyl. 
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* 30th April 1986: 07:08 UT; 380 miles southwest of Mexico City, 
in the Pacific Ocean: approx. 15N 104W. 


A major earthquake (6.5 on Richter scale) which shook Mexico City 
and Mexico's four coastal states, lasting 65 seconds. The quake 
and two aftershocks caused no major damage or injuries. The Moon 
has just risen (altitude +1°12') square Node; the rising degree 
squares the eclipse degree of 24th April; Pluto at MC; Vertex is 
square Saturn and opposite Jupiter; Venus opposes Saturn; the 
chart is similar to that of Chernobyl, all bodies except Venus 
and Pluto are again in the east, the Moon has moved from the 
Midheaven at Chernobyl to the Ascendant here. 


* Ist May 1986: 10:32 UT; Ilopango Air Base, E1 Salvador: 13N45 
89W11. 


A Salvadoran Air Force DC-6 transport plane with 37 soldiers on 
board caught fire two minutes after takeoff, slammed into a hill 
and exploded, killing all aboard. Mars conjunct MC; Mercury con- 
junct Ascendant; Venus, semisquare Ascendant and opposite Saturn, 
is exactly quincunx Pluto (0'). 


* 2nd May 1986: 23:50 UT; North Pole: 90NOO0. 


The moment when five men and a woman, after trotting alongside 
dogsleds for 56 days across more than 500 miles of undulating 
pack ice, stood on top of the world. The explorers were the first 
to reach the Pole assisted only by dogs since Peary in 1909. Mars 
closely sextiles Jupiter (4'); the Moon, sextile Neptune (34') 
and trine Pluto (43'), is about to form a T-cross with the Venus- 
Saturn opposition.

* 3rd May 1986: 03:40 UT; Colombo, Sri Lanka: 6N55 79E52. 


A bomb exploded on jetliner as passengers were boarding the 
craft. 20 passengers on the plane were killed. The event chart 
has many partile points: Uranus had just set, Neptune was about 
to do so, their midpoint opposes the rising degree (2'); the 
Moon, now square the Venus-Saturn opposition, is semisquare Mer- 
cury; Mercury, at the midpoint of Moon/Venus, is trine the set- 
ting Uranus; Sun semisquares the rising degree and is sesquiquad- 
rate the setting Uranus/Neptune midpoint. 


* 3rd May 1986: 05:30 UT; Inchon, South Korea: 37N30 126E38. 


A demonstration at a political rally against the government 
turned into a riot when police fired tear gas and demonstrators 
retaliated by throwing rocks and homemade gasoline bombs. 30 riot 
policemen injured. Jupiter is just setting, the Moon had just 
done so; Moon exactly squares Saturn (1') at the IC; Venus con- 
junct MC; the lunar eclipse of 28th April had Saturn rising at 
this location. 


* 3rd May 1986: 23:18 UT; Cape Canaveral, Florida: 28N24 80W36. 


An unmanned Delta rocket carrying a weather satellite lost power 
in its main engine and pitched out of control 70 seconds after 
launching. It was then destroyed by remote control. This was 
NASA's first launch from Florida since the shuttle Challenger 
explosion on 28th January. Following the launch failure on 18th 
April of the Titan rocket, this was the third failure in succes- 
sion, Pluto is exacty conjunct the Ascendant, sextile Neptune; 
the Moon-Jupiter conjunction, sextile Mars, squares the Venus- 
Saturn opposition; the Mars-Neptune conjunction, symbol of mech- 
anical failure, here it is in the IIJIrd house, is probably a key 
to this event, although wide, it was triggered by both the Moon 
and the rising Pluto. 


* Sth May 1986: 04:35 UT; Dogansehir, Turkey: 38NO7 37E54. 


Earthquake (5.8 Richter) in southeastern Turkey. Widespread dam- 
age. 15 people killed. The Venus-Saturn opposition is on the 
horizon, Venus had just risen; Uranus is about to set (altitude 
+1917"); the 24th April lunar eclipse had Jupiter setting at this 
location, the event rising degree is semisquare the eclipsed 
Moon. 
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* 5th May 1986: 05:47 UT; 200 miles southwest of Mexico City, 
near the Pacific coast: approx. 17N30 101W30. 


A strong earthquake (6 on Richter scale), the second quake in 
central Mexico in a week. No reports of damage or injuries. Mars 
had just risen; the Moon's Node is at the IC opposing Pluto; 
Saturn, at the AS/MC midpoint, opposes Venus; Moon squares Nep- 
tune; event Ascendant is square the 9th April solar eclipse de- 
gree, at that eclipse the Mars-Neptune conjunction rose over 
central Mexico. 


* 8th May 1986: 00:47 UT; 100 miles southeast of Adak, Aleutian 
Islands: 51N52 176W39. 


A major Pacific earthquake (7.7 Richter) shook the Aleutian Is- 
lands and generated a sea wave, a 12-foot high tsunami, which 
caused minor damage on the island of Adak. There was a New Moon 
later in the day, at the time of the event the Moon opposes 
Pluto; Jupiter, at the midpoint of the Sun-Mars trine, is about 
to set. 


* 8th May 1986: 06:13 UT; Philadelphia: 39N57 75W10. 


Two fires set by an arsonist broke out simultaneously in a Phila- 
delphia apartment complex. Eight people killed, 15 injured. Two 
buildings were gutted, Saturn, at MC and square Vertex, opposes 
Venus; the Sun squares the Ascendant and is trine Mars. 


* 14th May 1986: 02:55 UT: Jakarta, Indonesia: 6S08 106E45. 


Three homemade rockets fired at the U.S. Embassy in Jakarta. All 
failed to explode. The Moon is rising, opposing Mars; Jupiter 
conjunct Vertex; the perennial Pluto-Neptune sextile is just 1' 
from exactitude. 


* 18th May 1986: 03:30 UT; Atlantic City, New Jersey: 39N21 74W27. 


Twin-engined Cessna attempting to takeoff crashed into a chain- 
link fence, skidded onto a highway and struck several cars as it 
broke apart and burst into flames. Two passengers killed, the 
other critically injured, the pilot and co-pilot escaped serious 
injury. Pluto at Midheaven, the Mars/Neptune midpoint at the 
Ascendant--Neptune had just risen and Mars is about to do SO; 
Venus opposes Uranus; Mercury is quincunx Uranus; Moon opposes 
Jupiter; the Neptune-Pluto sextile is now exact.

This was not a time to fly in a small plane: in the U.S. 
around this time at least six small planes and a hot air balloon 
were involved in fatal crashes, killing at least 19 people in- 
cluding the two who died in the Cessna crash in Atlantic City.

A nostalgic train excursion for 1,000 railroad employees ended in 
chaos when 13 cars derailed. Scores of people were hurt, seven 
critically. The close Moon-Jupiter opposition (1') is on the 
horizon, the Moon rising and Jupiter setting; the IC is at the 
Saturn/Uranus midpoint, these two bodies squaring the Moon-Jupi- 
ter opposition; the Neptune-Pluto exact sextile has Saturn at its 
midpoint. 


* 26th May 1986: 08:30 UT; Paris: 48N51 2E20. 


The wife of a prisoner flew a helicopter into La Sante Prison, 
close to the Luxembourg Gardens, lowered a cable and carried away 
her husband who had been serving an 18-year sentence for armed 
robbery. Today, two months later, the police do not appear to 
have have located the pair. Leo rises, square Pluto, trine Sat- 
urn, and sextile Sun; Mars has just set; Uranus, conjunct Vertex, 
squares Jupiter in IXth; Sun opposes Saturn; Venus in XIIth 
opposes the Moon-Neptune conjunction, and trines Pluto in the 
IVth. 


* 30th May 1986: 17:30 UT; Walker, California: 38N33 119W30. 


A tour bus carrying residents of a retirement home back from a 
four-day outing careened at high speed off a twisting, mountain 
road and plunged into a swift, icy river. 17 people killed, 21 
injured and 11 missing. Pluto on IC; Jupiter in VIIIth, square 
the Mercury-Uranus opposition, is sesquiquadrate Pluto; the Pi- 
sces Moon squares the Sun-Saturn opposition and trines Venus. 


* 25th June 1986: just after 02:30 UT; Trincomalee District, Sri 
Lanka: 8N39 81E12. 


Bombs exploded under two buses within a 20-minute period soon 
after the stated time. 17 people killed, more than 50 injured. 
Many of the victims were children bound for school. Mercury 
conjunct Ascendant opposite Mars; Pluto on IC; Moon opposes 
rising Venus; XIIth house Sun, opposite Neptune, trines Pluto; 
Uranus square Jupiter. 
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* 25th June 1986: 13:30 UT; Cuzco, Peru: 13S36 71W52. 


A time bomb exploded on a tourist train at Cuzco station, just 
before its scheduled departure for Machu Picchu. 7 people killed, 
at least 28 injured. Venus, just about to rise, is opposed by the 
setting Moon; MC conjunct Moon/Venus midpoint; all other inter- 
planetary aspects remain the same as for the above Sri Lanka bus 
bombs. 


* 4th July 1986: 03:08 UT; Governor's Island, New York harbor: 
40N41 74W03. 


The opening of Liberty Weekend. The rededication of the 151-foot 
Statue of Liberty, "America's most cherished symbol of freedom". 
At the stated time the statue's torch, suddenly flamed against a 
black sky. The chart for this event is illustrated below. The 
Moon, Uranus, Venus and Jupiter are appropriately conjunct the 
angles: Uranus is culminating, Venus has just set, Jupiter is 
about to rise (separating from the anti-Vertex), and the Moon is 
leaving: the IC. Fortuna is at the first degree of Aquarius. 
Compare with the US chart.

* Ist July 1986: 23:00 UT; Lakehurst Naval Air Station, New 
Jersey: 40N01 74W19, 


Crash of experimental, 343-foot long, airship made up of four 
helicopters and a blimp. The 10-story aircraft was on a test 
flight. One person killed, four injured. Uranus rises, square 
Jupiter and trine Venus; Mercury, conjunct Vertex, is square 
Pluto, trine Saturn and quincunx Neptune; Sun Opposes Neptune. 


Compare with the Hindenburg airship disaster at same loca- 
tion (6th May 1937: 23:23 UT): Uranus was setting, semisquare 
Vertex; Moon-Saturn conjunction was opposition Neptune, square 
Node; 1986-Moon opposes 1937-Ascendant. 


At each of the two events Venus was at 19° of a Fire sign 
(Leo in 1986, Aries in 1937), in both charts Mars is in the Ist 
house, Jupiter in the IIIrd, a balsamic Moon is in the Vth house, 
and the Sun is in the VIIth. The most obvious connection is the 
Uranus placement on the horizon, within 1° of being conjunct 
(1986) or opposite (1937) the Ascendant. 


* 7th July 1986: 11:20 UT; Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia: 3N08 101E42, 


Execution by hanging of two Australians convicted of trafficking 
in heroin. These were the first death sentences carried out on 
non-Asians under Malaysia's stringent narcotics code. Jupiter 
opposes Vertex (3'); Mars is rising, closely opposing the Moon 
(27'), which is separating, less than 3°, from its conjunction 
with the Sun, 


* 8th July 1986: 09:21 UT; Palm Springs, California: 33N49 
116W32. 


A strong earthquake (6 Richter) on western rim of California's 
Mojave Desert. Many aftershocks. 40 people injured. Mercury at 
the IC is trine the setting Saturn; Node opposes the Vertex; 
Venus square Ascendant; a bucket-shaped chart with the XIth house 
Jupiter as the handle, and the Sun-Mars opposition at its rim. 


* 9th July 1986: 05:30 UT; Strasslach near Munich, Germany: 48N08 
11E35. 


Terrorists using a remote-control bomb killed two men in a car: 
the research director of Siemens, West Germany's largest elect- 
ronics company, and his driver. Moon exactly conjunct Ascendant 
(3') with Mercury; Node at MC; Sun opposes Mars. 
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* 9th July 1986: 13:55 UT; Paris: 48N51 2E20. 


Bomb containing 20 pounds of explosives demolished the fifth and 
sixth floors of an annex of the Paris police headquarters. One 
policeman killed, 22 wounded, three seriously. Pluto conjunct 
Ascendant (28'), square Mercury; Moon conjunct Midheaven (1°57'); 
Sun opposes the IIIrd house Mars (49'), 


* 13th July 1986: 13:47 UT; In Pacific 30 miles from Oceanside, 
California: 33N12 117W23. 


A moderate earthquake (5.3 on Richter scale) in the San Diego 
area. One death, from heart attack. The most serious property 
damage occurred when a 500-pound concrete statue toppled from a 
building onto an unoccupied car. Shortly after sunrise; Mercury 
is about to rise, square Pluto and sextile Moon; Uranus is con- 
junct the Vertex; Node at MC. 


* 14th July 1986: 05:48 UT; Madrid: 40N26 3W42. 


A bomb planted in a van exploded as a bus carrying para-military 
Civil Guards was passing by. Nine guards were killed, 43 people 
wounded, including 12 civilians. The Basque separatist group, 
ETA, are thought to be behind the explosion. Same rising degree 
as for the San Diego earthquake with Mercury again just about to 
rise, square Pluto in IVth; the Moon at IC squares the Sun-Mars 
opposition; Venus is square Saturn. 
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URANUS TRAVERSING SAGITTARIUS 
(A PROGRESS REPORT) 


PRIER WINTLE 


ON THE 16TH OF NOVEMBER 1981 the planet Uranus left the 
sign Scorpio and entered Sagittarius, the next sign in the 
zodiacal series. Uranus takes 84 years to complete one 
orbital revolution round the Sun, traversing each of the 
twelve zodiacal signs once in the process, so we would 
expect it to spend seven years in each sign. If its orbit 
were exactly circular it would actually spend exactly 
seven years in each one, but like all other planets, 
including the Earth, Uranus really moves in a slightly 
elliptical path and, as a result of this, its stay in some 
signs is slightly shorter and in others slightly longer 
than the average. This applies to Sagittarius. Whereas the 
planet remained in the sign Scorpio for exactly seven 
yous (entering in November 1974 and leaving in November 

981), it will not complete seven full years in Sagittar- 
ius but enters Capricorn for the first time in February 
1988. Later in that same year, however, it dips back into 
Sagittarius for five more months before finally commencing 
its uninterrupted traverse of Capricorn at the end of 
October 1988. 


We are now in the second half of 1986 and Uranushas 
completed two thirds of its stay in Sagittarius. We must 
make allowances for the fact that some of the effectsofa 
planet's passage through a sign may not be fully evident 
at the time. Things set in motion while the infioence is 
operative may only come to fruition at some later date. 
Children will only come of age and reveal the significance 
of the sign in which Uranus was placed at their birth some 
fifteen to twenty years after the planet has left that 
sign. Even so, some effects should be evident by now. What 
sort of results might we have expected or ventured to 
predict even before the event? What might Sagittarians in 
easing toes and the rest of us ina more general sense have 

een justified in looking for during the passage of the 
most unorthodox and unpredictable of all the planets 
through the Sagittarian segment of its unending round? 
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To be able to answer this question we need to have 
some grasp of the general significance of the passage of 
any planet through any sign of the zodiac. Astrologically 
speaking, planets are power principles. Each one repre- 
sents a particular manifestation of Life Energy, the ener- 
gy which we experience in ourselves subjectively as the 
urge to be or todo. Fach planet hasa different character 
or signature, and the power which it seeks to express, or 
to impress upon different life situations and the world 
generally always has this particular character. Mercury, 

or instance, is the power of the mind to grasp a matter 
or situation intellectually, and to communicate the idea 
so formed to others by means of language, gesture or 
symbols. Mars represents the muscular power and the power 
of will available to us for the furtherance of whatever 
objectives we may have, or for forcing though our plans 
even at the cost of a fight. Saturn on the other hand 
stands for the force of tradition and the power to resist 
disintegrative change and maintain the status quo in the 
face of all attempts at innovation. Taken to an extreme, 
Saturn's is an obstructive, reactionary force, but it acts 
as a thrust-block against which all the other more active 
influences exert themselves, and without its stabilizing 
influence nothing lasting or permanent can be achieved. 
Each one of the planetary powers has its vital part to 
play, and together they form the system of springs, checks 
and balances which goes tomake up human life as we know 
it; that life which is never statically balanced but 
always an interplay of impulse and counter-impulse, and 
ever-changing as the impulses come fromdifferent direc- 
tions, each witha different significance. 


Now as each planet pursues its orbital path around 
the Sun, some quickly like Mercury, which completes the 
circle in only 88 earth-days, others more slowly, the 
slowest being Pluto, which takes 240 earth-years to com- 
plete one orbital revolution, each one passes through all 
of the zodiacal signs in succession. As it does so, each 
sign subtly modifies the essential principle of the planet 
for as long as it remains within its sphere of influence. 
Thus the influence of the planet Mars, for instance, is 
considerably different when it is coming to us from the 
Aries sector of the heavens from what it is when it comes 
from the Libra sector, or from the Capricorn sector, and 
the same goes for the influence of the planet Venus and 
all the other planets. We are all of us familiar with this 
rinciple when it is applied to the Sun, for when we say 
Iam a Sagittarian" or "I am an Aquarian" all we really 
mean is that on the day we were born the Sun was in the 
Sagittarian or Aquarian sector of the heavens as seen from 
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the Earth. The principle is not quite as well understood 
in relation to the Moon and the planets, but in reality it 
Operates in exactly the same way with them as for the un. 
If we have the Sun in Sagittarius, for instance, and the 
Moon in Cancer, then a vital part of our total being is 
just as definitely Cancerian as the part which is Sagit- 
tarian, though ie latter may be more obvious. And the 
same goes for Uranus, Anyone who was born at a time when 
Uranus was in the sign Cancer (or any other sign), will 
express some of the characteristics of that sign, which- 
ever it may be, in connection with one vital part of his 
total makeup, the Uranian part. To understand what Uranus 
will mean while it passes through Sagittarius, therefore, 
we have to know just what the Uranian part ofusis. 


Uranus was not known to the ancients. Until it was 
discovered by the astronomer William Herschel, it had 
always been believed that the planet Saturn was the outer- 
most planet in the solar system, and the slowest moving. 
Saturn takes 30 years to complete one orbit around the Sun 
and astrologically it stands for tradition, stability, and 
the established order of things. It had seemed that no- 
thing could ever possibly threaten it or displace it asa 
symbol of fixity and completion. The very days of the week 
were named after the planets, beginning with Sunday for 
the Sun and ending with Saturn on Saturday, which was the 
original Sabbath Day, or Day of Rest. Yet now here another 
planet had been discovered which took nearly three times 
as long to circle the Sun. The whole tidy symbol system, 
which had been accepted both by astrologers and by the 
world at large for centuries, seemed to be threatened. 
What could it mean? 


A very significant clue to the meaning was revealed 
just eight years after Uranus was discovered. In 1789 
revolution against the king and the whole established 
order of society broke out in France. It was the greatest 
revolution in all recorded history and, although the mon- 
archy was temporarily restored 26 years later, nothing was 
ever really the same again. Even more significantly, all 
subsequent revolutions have really been reiterations or 
developments of that original revolutionary ferment, which 
still works in the wari today. Wherever there is an 
established order today it survives only for as long as it 
remains eternally vigilant to crush the subversive current 
of revolution which will otherwise overthrow it. This is 
our first key to the meaning of Uranus. It stands for a 
break with tradition and the rejection of the established 
order of things in favor of a new beginning and a new 
society--a new society based on rational scientific prin-— 
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ciples instead of religious sanction and hereditary right. 


Needless to say, this principle does not only apply 
in the political field. During the 18th century, when 
Uranus was discovered, another revolution was also taking 
place whichhas probably had even more far-reaching ef- 
fects than the French Revolution itself, This was the 
Industrial Revolution. This revolution has had the effect, 
for the first time in human history, of reversing the 
ratio of population density between town and countryside. 
Until the middle of the 18th century the vast majority of 
mankind lived in the country and was engaged in some 
occupation directly or indirectly connected withstock- 
rearing or agriculture. The towns were primarily admin- 
istrative or military centers, and their size was strictly 
limited by such considerations as the feasibility of 
bringing supplies of food and other necessities into them 
in primitive carts along unpaved roads. After about 1750, 
in one country after another, all of this began to change. 
Canals, railways and paved roads began to appear, making 
communication between the different population centers not 
merely feasible but something to be relied upon and taken 
for granted. Thus goods manufactured in one place could be 
transported and sold in another, without fear of breakage 
or impossible costs in transit. Moreover the raw materials 
and fuels for industry could be grown or mined in one 
place and transported to a number of different towns for 
use on a scale which had never been possible before. 
Inventors and financial entrepreneurs were not slow to 
recognize the possibilities inherent in the situation, and 
wealthy landowners too began to invest money in industry. 
It began slowly but was an accelerating, snowballing pro- 
cess. The weaving and spinning of cloth, for instance, 
which had been done by cottage hand spinners and weavers 
in the countryside for millennia, was suddenly taken over 
by the new spinning and weaving machines, which could work 
ten ora hundred times as fast. Almost overnight a whole 
countryside population class found itself out of work and 
was forced to migrate to the towns in search of other 
employment. Metal objects such as ploughs, horseshoes and 
knives were traditionally made locally throughout the 
countryside by cutlers and blacksmiths in village forges. 
But now suddenly the town-based machines made available a 
whole new range of much more sophisticated metal imple- 
ments, from agricultural machinery to carriages and guns, 
and machines for building even new machines. The tradi- 
tional roles of town and country became reversed. Until 
now the towns had always been dependent upon the country- 
side, both as to the reason for their existence and the 
means of their existence. With the dawnof the 19thcen= 
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tury, the countryside instead began to become dependent 
upon the towns. With the worldwide development of fast and 
reliable means of communication, whether on land or sea, 
even the food eaten in the towns might now come fromthe 
other end of the earth, instead of as heretofore from the 
immediate neighborhood. And with the disappearance of all 
the country industries and crafts, as these found them- 
selves superceded by town-manufactured goods, and the 
aor away of the people who used to be engaged in them 
to swell the town labor forces, the countryside became 
utterly dependent upon the towns for all supplies of 
clothing, metal goods, pottery and cooking utensils, 
building materials, and even the basic necessities for 
carrying on agriculture itself. 


It is difficult to appreciate to the full quite how 
enormous this revolution actually has been. Moreover the 
tendency has been to ascribe the cause of it to "new 
inventions", such as steam engines and spinning machines, 
rather than something else much more fundamental. The fact 
is that mechanical inventions had existed on paper as 
ideas which had been worked out and proved feasible for 
centuries. A steam engine had been demonstrated by Zeno in 
Syracuse two hundred years before the time of Christ. 
Leonardo da Vinci designed such "modern" inventions as 
machine guns, submarines and airplanes. What was lacking 
was the means of communication to make the development of 
these ideas feasible on a large scale and to link them 
together so that one helped to make possible the develop- 
ment of the other. There had of course been writing and 
books of a sort since of dawn of recorded history--this is 
why it is calledrecorded history--and eversince Caxton 
in Britain and others on the European continent set up 
their printing presses in the 16th century the means of 
reproducing information on a large scale had existed. This 
was still only the Mercury form of communication, however, 
facilitating the dissemination and discussion of ideas and 
opinions. In the 16th and 17th centuries its chief impact 
was in the religious field, where there was a continuous 
ferment, though in addition we must not underestimate the 
importance of the republication and dissemination of many 
ancient classical texts, including some scientific ones. 
Even so, these had not produced the industrial revolution 
even in classical times. Why not? Something else wasstill 
lacking. The information and the techniques did not merely 
have to be available; there had to be some pressure which 
created a continuous desire, need and search for them. 
Until the 18th century, scientific ideas, where they ex- 
isted at all, existed only as separate concepts--the math- 
ematics of Newton, the astronomy of Copernicus or Kepler, 
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the chemistry of Paracelsus, etc. No general body of 
science existed, and the ideas of these individual men 
could be argued about (and frequently were argued about) 
as systems of belief rather than of fact. Galileo had to 
recant his "belief" in the teaching of Copernicus that the 
earth revolved about the Sun instead of vice versa, while 
Giordano Bruno was burnt at the stake as a heretic because 
of his scientific beliefs. But in the 18th century all 
this changed. An age which called itself the "Age of 
Reason" dawned which held that the true nature of all 
things, whether religious, artistic, economic or scientif- 
ic, could be deduced from first principles by the unaided 
reason of man, working upon readily accessible and observ- 
able facts in the objective world. The focus of intellect~ 
ual attention had thus really shifted from the spiritual 
to the material world, and the whole justification forthe 
study of ideas--in particular for the study of scientific 
theories and concepts--was now seen to be to discover 
their practical uses and applications. Societies sprang 
into being in all the European nations to encourage scien- 
tific studies and to extrapolate and correlate information 
uncovered by individual researchers so that others working 
in related fields might benefit from it. Official patron- 
age and recognition was given to these groups, as with the 
Royal Society in Britain and the Academy of Sciences in 
France. The commercial and industrial world, meanwhile, 
had swung overnight, asit were, away fromits traditional 
concern to maintain the balance and inter-relation, which 
had formerly always existed, between the employers, arti- 
sans and labeling classes, and to safeguard and maintain 
industrial techniques which had become traditional and in 
fact actually interlocked with the accepted structure of 
society. Suddenly its watchword had become "progress". The 
status quo with its traditions and its inertia was now 
seen as an obstacle. It had become the "bad", The new 
"good" was anything which promoted change and profit. New 
scientific ideas, and in particular new industrial tech- 
niques, neatly fitted into the latter category. Whereas 
formerly they would have been received with polite inter— 
est in monastic and university circles but never have 
affected the world outside, which continued to operate as 
it had always done, now it was the outside world which 
wanted them. Ideas were now money. For the first time in 
history the ordinary every-day world was willing and anx- 
ious to provide money in large amounts to promote research 
and to discover the new way of doing things; new ways 
which would bring about vast changes in the structuring of 
society itself and in the whole face of the globe. In 
effect a chain reaction was set into operation, for each 
new change necessitated modifications and other changes in 
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other fields, and when these were effected they initiated 
others. The process is still continuing today, and its 
tempo increases all the time. It bears an uncanny resem- 
blance to the accelerating heat and activity ina pile of 
Uranium as it approaches critical mass. 


This is what Uranus is really all about. Uranus is 
the principle whichseeks to control the objective mater- 
ial world through the exercise of pure reason untrammeled 
by any form of check or control, whether this emanates 
from tradition, religion, humanitarianism or whatever. All 
these things it stigmatizes as obscurantist and fundament- 
ally irrational. In the early days of the French Revolu- 
tion the Uranian approach received overt political appro- 
val when churches were closed and temples were set up 
instead for the Goddess Reason. 


However, as always when one principle is overstressed 
to the exclusion of others, the total Uranian rational 
ideal rests upon a fallacy. The Uranian believes he can 
discover and understand the fundamental nature of the 
universe and of his own psyche by means of his own reason- 
ing, conscious mind. But this mind is itself a product and 
part of that which he seeks to understand. Something more 
is required for true understanding. What the Uranian for- 
gets is the sense of participation and belonging. The 
objective mind always sets itself up against that which it 
is observing, as if it is separate from it. Yet inevit- 
ably, since Boian beings with minds are part of the real- 
ity it must study, it is forced to study the mind itself. 
But an objective, analytical study of the mind can only 
end up taking it apart. The Uranian thus begins by being 
prnely praeme tic andrational towards the outside world, 
which he believes he is perfectly justified in taking to 
pieces and changing since in that way he is going to 
control it the way he wants it, but he ends by turning all 
his controlling power upon the mind itself, and thus 
inwards upon himself, until ultimately his revolution 
becomes self-destructive, unless it can be controlled by 
the limiting principle of Saturn or balanced by the mys- 
tical intuition of Neptune. This in fact is Uranus! Achil- 
les heel. His success in controlling the material world 
continues until he has taken matter apart and released the 
power of the atom, whether for use in the atomic power 
station or the atomic bomb, but as far as he himself is 
concerned his scientific-social revolution eventually 
becomes a tyranny along the lines of the modern Russian 
communist dictatorship, which explicitly bases itself upon 
scientific materialism and justifies techniques like 
"brainwashing" and Pavlov—type experiments upon human 
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beings on the grounds that man is essentially a machine to 
be programmed for his own good. All of this results from 
an over-emphasis on the conscious mind alone. 


One vital thing we need to remember about the con- 
scious mind is that it needs to sleep. There must be 
regular breaks in its continuity--periods of complete 
unconsciousness interspersed with dreaming, while the 
subconsciousness takes over. Without these it breaks down. 


Precisely similarly a society based exclusively upon 
Uranian principles, whether in the Russian authoritarian 
form or as commercial and industrial capitalism, which is 
the way of the materialist West, also risks collapse. Even 
more uncontrollably possessed by the consuming urge to 
acquire more and more knowledge to be used solely for 
power and exploitation, without adequate pauses forrest 
or for contemplation of what it is doing to itself and to 
Nature, it must ultimately blow itself apart. Today the 
signs that such a catastrophe could be imminent are only 
too plain. War bet ween the major nations of the world, as 
well as between all the lesser ones individually amone 
themselves, is an ever present possibility, yet politica 
leaders everywhere are too bemused, too self-interested 
and too tired to do anything radical about it, beyond 
exercising minor restraints here and there or opposing 
threat with threat. To remove the threat entirely would 
require a total change of direction and a reappraisal of 
values ona world scale. It seems too much, yet while each 
of the major powers possesses weaponry with which it could 
wipe out all life on earth several times over, and the 
techniques to produce such weapons are rapidly becoming 
available to all, refusal to recognize the problem as the 
greatest danger that has ever faced mankind is really 
nothing short of suicidal. 


We thus have a picture of Uranus as a tremendous urge 
working in the world and within each person individually, 
seeking to control all things by understanding themandif 
necessary changing them. Nothing is sacred to Uranus. 
Superficially we may feel it is the most human-sounding of 
all the planets, and be reminded of God's exhortation to 
man after he had created him, recorded in the Bible in 
Genesis 128: "Be fruitful and multiply, and replenish the 
earth, and subdue it, and have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over every 
living thing that moveth upon the earth." But we should 
remember that God Himself, and the worship of a higher 
power, and all forms of kingship or rule by any right 
other than a purely rationalistic one, are usually anath- 
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ema to the pure Uranian. It isnot for nothing that Aqua- 
rius, the zodiacal sign that Uranus is believed to rule, 
has been held to be the detriment of the Sun, or the place 
where the vital principle has the least power and dignity. 
Nevertheless the Uranian principle is an essential part of 
our make-up. The physical discovery of the planet Uranus 
synchronized with the greatest synergic advance in we 
knowledge ever made by mankind. Probably it signalled it. 
It was the first of the three known outer planets to be 
discovered, and its impact on the world has been more 
profound and lasting than the other two up until the 
present time. It always existed but the modern world, 
which is on the brink of moving into Aquarius, is the 
period of all periods when we have to come to terms with 
it. We couldn't get away from it, even if we wanted to. 
All we can do is meet its challenge by grasping its inner 
significance. What then is the meaning of Uranus in the 
sign Sagittarius? 


Because the planets are, to some extent at least, 
unknown qualities to the average man or woman it was 
essential to establish first of all the exact quality of 
the force we reckon with when we deal with the planet 
Uranus. It is not equally necessary to review the essen- 
tial meaning of the sign Sagittarius. For some reason the 
twelve zodiacal signs have always appealed more to the 
popular imagination than even the "older" planets, from 
Mercury out as far as Saturn, even though these have been 
known to astrologers for millennia. (The outer planets are 
something else again!) Everyone knows that Sagittarius is 
an active, sport-loving, exploring and adventurous sign, 
with a love of change and a hatred for routine, a liking 
for fun and unconventionality, and a passionate insistence 
upon freedom above all else. These characteristics accord 
well with the spirited horse which forms half of the 
Sagittarian sigit, the Centaur. The other half is the man 
armed with the bow and arrow. This man is carried along 
from one thing to another by the impetuous fire of the 
horse, and he loves to shoot his arrow almost at random 
for the sheer exhilaration of 
finding out just what it may 
strike, but at the same time 
he does have an absorbing 
interest in everything per- 
taining to the human and spir- 
itual as distinct from the 
animal side of life. Sagit- 
tarians explore higher know- 
ledge with the passion of a 
game. They love to philos- 
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ophize, and to examine the deeper meanings of religion or 
the theory and science behind politics. They are not 
usually executive politicians, like Capricornians, but 
jurisprudence and the law generally appeal to them, for 
law is or should be the true way society ought to be 
organized and run. It can be discussed about endlessly, 
with due appreciation of forms, traditions and all the 
subtle conventional processes of life. Fora Sagittarian 
may like sporty clothes when he is out of doors but he 
also loves regalia and pomp and show, and due observance 
of rules, ranks and procedures, when he is indoors. Sagit- 
tarians can be snobs in fact, both of the intellectual and 
the name-dropping type. 


Almost every astrological magazine or journal 
throughout the world has featured at least one article on 
Uranus in Sagittarius at some time during the last four 
years, and because the meaning of Uranus is usually summed 
up by the one word "change" there have been many prophe- 
cies of changes in all these Sagittarian spheres of in- 
fluence. Since Sagittarius rules sport perhaps there would 
be an unexpected venue for the Olympic Games. New develop- 
ments in legal or religious matters might be looked for. 
In 1981 Ronald C. Davison, writing in the Astrology Quar~ 
terly, pointed out that the bow and arrow represents the 
earliest form of guided missile, so perhaps we might have 
new international rulings regarding weapons and space 
exploration by means of rockets. If all you are going to 
do is make a projection by adding the word "change" to 
what you know of Sagittarius then these are admirable 
poe I have no doubt that many such examples 

ave already been proved correct. However, it is my con- 
viction that if we confine ourselves to speculations of 
this type we are really only tinkering with the deeper 
issues at stake. What is wrong is to imagine that the 
whole signification of an apocalyptic planet like Uranus 
can be adequately summarized by a harmless word like 
"change". All that suggests to the average person is 
"modification", but the alterations which Uranus produces 
are never merely a modification of the old and the tried; 
they are a replacement of the known by something new. 
Moreover the change is never just something which everyone 
can see might well be necessary and useful; there is 
always something experimental and open-ended about it. The 
application of nuclear power to peaceful usesisa perfect 
example of this. It has been well commented by critics of 
the use of nuclear reactors to generate electricity that 
there is no such thing as a controlled nuclear reaction. 
The danger from side-effects such as increased background 
radiation and ecological effects and pollution from waste~ 
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material which cannot be safely disposed of is always an 
unknown quantity. And so it will always be with Uranus. 
Before the French Revolution the French intellectuals 
fondly imagined that, with the changes which they foresaw 
were coming, a golden age of reasonableness and progress 
was about to dawn. Instead within a few years most of them 
had lost their heads on the guillotine, and all over 
France their beautiful chateaux lay in charred ruins. Side 
effects. Anenergy too sudden and too vast to be control- 
led. 


I suggest that what must be looked for during the 
yeas while Uranus is in Sagittarius, and also in people 
orn during this period and in undertakings and develop- 
ments which take their rise during it, is a vast increase 
in tension bet ween the two sides of the Archer's nature. 
Tension brought about by new forces or states of awareness 
and the perception of connections between things which 
were formerly thought to be separate and unrelated in the 
effect that Uranus alwayscreates. Until this is realized 
his particular keynote can never be successfully integrat- 
edinto the harmonic web of human life asa whole. What we 
usually experience is disintegration, and unquestionably 
the threat of this is increasing and will continue to 
increase. Awareness --> Tension --> Splitting is the usual 
Uranian progression. Can a destructive awareness syndrome 
which has already disintegrated the whole traditional way 
of human life as it had existed for millennia up until two 
centuries ago be halted just by awareness itself? Inter- 
estingly enough Sagittarius and Capricorn (into which 
Uranus moves in 1988) are of all the zodiacal signs the 
two most likely to perceive the problem for what it is and 
to want to make an attempt to deal with it directly, 
though in very different ways. They will, however, first 
have to cope with the splitting effect upon themselves. 


To take the horse-side of the Sagittarian nature 
first of all, we see around us everywhere people working 
with Uranian forces in nuclear science, rocketry, comput- 
erized weapons of allsorts, and the computer revolution 
itself, which is introducing a wider generation gap than 
anything which has ever existed before between people over 
about 35 years of age who are not too at home with comput- 
er language and the youngsters to whom it is second na- 
ture. The business world has already been "computerized", 
with the traditional office-clerk becoming as outdated as 
the home-weaver. All of these things have clearly develop- 
ed to the point when they can no longer be treated as 
purely individual issues. They have social and political 
implications as well; they affect the whole world. But 
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like a spirited horse they want to insist on their "right" 
to freedom. They urge the vast benefits whichcanaccrue 
mankind from the developments they want to bring about, 
and they take all means possible to evade controls. 
"Peaceful" nuclear development is pushed ahead in the face 
of more and more urgent warnings of radio-active pollution 
in the atmosphere, the oceansand the countryside, not to 
mention accidents like Three Mile Island and Chernobyl. 
(Horse riders do get thrown!) The vast Rossing Uranium 
Mine operated by various international consortiums in the 
disputed territory of South West Africa (Namibia) is bra- 
zenly exploited with complete indifference to the politics 
of the area and the question of who really owns its miner- 
al rights. Nor can responsibility for this be placed 
solely on the shoulders of Western World Big Business. 
Despite official Dutch disapproval of the present South 
African presence in Namibia, and Russian Communist support 
for opposition African movements, it is generally known 
(but not acknowledged) that most of the Uranium actually 
goes to Russia via the Dutch port of Rotterdam! Munitions 
corporations similarly act almost entirely as though they 
were laws unto themselves. Only in rare instances and with 
the greatest difficulty can national governments impose 
restrictions on where and to whom arms may be sold. For 
the most part the arms firms themselves are multi-nation— 
al, so fae a prohibition in one country will simply 
result in the prohibited order being fulfilled by the same 
firm's subsidiary in another country. Moreover on big 
issues arms corporations are much more likely to be dic- 
tating policies to governments than merely obeying them 
themselves. The Falklands conflict of 1982 wasa perfect 
instance of a test match made to order by the munitions 
interests, with the exact limits of the field in which 
fighting was to be allowed having been agreed upon inter- 
nationally beforehand. The United States supplied satel- 
lite observation information to the British while Russia 
did the same for the Argentineans. The Argentineans tried 
out the effectiveness of the new French Exocet missile and 
the British attempted to defend themselves with all the 
latest anti-missile early warning systems and devices to 
destroy missiles on the way. And so on. As with any good 
Sagittarian sport fixture, spectator enthusiasm was in- 
tense. 


Just in case the Big Powers ever should become con- 
cerned enough and resolved enough to take action together 
to enforce radical controls, the horse also has another 
way out. Research facilities can be and are being set up 
in the emerging nations of the third world, where t eycan 
be immune fromdirect supervision by the control authori- 
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ties of the United States, Russia, Britain, and other 
aware and responsible states. The host state maintains 
secrecy about what is going on, hoping to be able to 
exploit successful research results to increase its own 
power and to get even with the great powers which have 
patronized and humiliated it and dominated the world scene 
for so long. Little does it realize what sort of a chick 
may hatch from the egg it is so obligingly keeping warm. 
One thinks of Idi Amin's threat when he was finally ousted 
from Uganda that he would finda means to manufacture an 
atomic bomb to use against the European powers! 


To contend with all this the rider on the Sagittarian 
steed attempts to understand what is going on and to 
devise legal and educational programs to deal with the 
situation. Up until the present time the legal devices 
have proved still-born, and they are likely to remain so. 
By the time an international formula is worked out and 
agreed upon it is usually so full of loopholes, and vague, 
that it means nothing even if it could be enforced, which 
it usually cannot. The Sagittarian is a legislator and 
theorizer about law rather than a law enforcer, anyway. 
Enforcement will have to await a later Capricornian peri- 
od. In this area the human part of Sagittarius can only 
get more and more tense for the time being. 


The educational picture is more interesting and may 
conceivably be proving more rewarding. Sagittarius has 
always been interested in higher learning and in opening 
up the latent potentials of the mind, and it is precisely 
in the field of mind-opening that a breakthrough seems to 
be occuring at the las icts time. During the tenortwelve 
years prior to 1981, while Uranus was passing through 
Libra and Scorpio, research was going on in the Iron 
Curtain countries (particularly in psychological labora- 
tories in Czechoslovakia, Rumania and Russia) into the 
precise mechanism of memory and the learning process. Word 
of what was going on reached the West through the book 
Psychie Discovertes Behind the Iron Curtain by Sheila 
Ostrander and Lynn Schroeder, first published in 1970. No 
details of the techniques used were given in the book, 
however, but in 1981, the year Uranus entered Sagittarius, 
they were openly revealed in a form in which they can be 
easily understood and applied, in a further book by the 
same authors entitled Superlearning, a Sphere Books paper- 
back. By the use of these methods an enormously increased 
amount of information can be understood, assimilated and 
retained by the mind, and in a fraction of the time that 
traditional methods of learning require. And even this may 
still be only the tip of the iceberg. A change in man's 
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whole way of using his mind, a new access to potential- 
ities in it which have long been known to be there but 
which before now have been inaccessible to the ordinary 
objective consciousness, seems to be imminent. Why a tiny 
minority of human beings should be lightning calculators, 
able to work out monstrously complicated mathematical 
problems faster than the best electronic computers, has 
until now been a mystery. Nevertheless the fact of their 
existence and their accuracy was unquestionable. Before 
the advent of computers research scientists made use of 
them whenever possible to cut down the length of time 
required for research using ordinary mathematical methods. 
What specific quality or ability of the mind is it which 
differentiates a scientific, musical or artistic genius 
from the ordinary run of mankind? The clues which may 
rovide the answer to this question are now coming to 
ight and research is going on which is specifically aimed 
at answering it. In particular the significance and func- 
tion of the pre-fontal lobe of the brain, the lobe that is 
more developed in man than in any other creature on Earth, 
is being intensively studied. This area used to be called 
the sleeping or inert portion of the brain since it ap- 
peared to have no function at all beyond occasionally 
causing disturbance or violent behavior in a few unfor- 
tunate psychotic individuals. Then an operation called 
pre-frontal lobotomy (destruction of the cells of this 
part of the brain) was performed without appearing to have 
adverse effects on the rest of the personality. But opin- 
ion on the significance of high foreheads is now rapidly 
changing. It has been realized that man only inhabits the 
basement of his mind, that he only uses one-tenth of his 
brain capacity. Geniuses apparently have access to differ- 
ent stories of the building. 


No one doubts any longer that the higher potentials 
are there--sleeping. The question is solely one of how to 
awaken them, or awaken to them. From the point of view of 
this article, therefore, we must now ask whether Sagittar- 
ian insight and deeper sense of responsibility to mankind 
asa whole, and the world we all inhabit, can take hold of 
the research that is going on and direct it so that it 
will be our savior rather than our destroyer. From the 
purely Uranian point of view expansion of knowledge and 
awareness needs no justification, whatever the dangers. 
Expansion of awareness is its own justification. Very 
probably the break-through he is aiming at is even now 
occuring. A quotation from a book published in 1975 is 
illuminating in this respect: 


"A number of prominent geneticists are subscribing to 
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the theory that new socio-cultural adaptation a, be ac- 
quired very quickly and passed on by learning. They be- 
lieve that we have already developed the biological capae 
city, or brainpower, for educability... and that we are 
now in the genetic position to learn how to carry our- 
selves forward to the next level of evolutionary achieve- 
ment, They contend that genetically conditioned educabil- 
ity, whichhas been man's most consistently favored qual- 
ee in the process of natural selection, is now man's most 
effective biological adaptation to his culture, and that 
socio-cultural evolution has become the most potent exten- 
sion of our biological evolution." [*1] 


The biological capacity or brainpower here refered to 
is the pre-fontal lobe. It is now seen as the key by means 
of whichman may take charge of his own evolution. More- 
over the great divide which used to separate Western 
geneticists from Iron Curtain ones seems to have fallen 
away. The West used to be adamant that there was no gen- 
etic transmission of acquired characteristics or individ- 
ually learned responses. The Russians, following Lysenko, 
maintained that there was. It appears that the pre-fontal 
lobe is the key to the whole controversy. We may be on the 
pee of quite literally and deliberately opening up the 

atent nine-tenths of our minds. The Uranians claim that 
only this can avert world catastrophe. Man does not pos- 
sess the mental capacity in his present one-tenth awakened 
state to control the discoveries he has made and the 
techniques he has developed. They will ineluctably destroy 
him if he continues to bring nothing better than an Old 
Stone Agementality to bearon them. It isman himself who 
has to ne developed now, like a plant being forced in a 
glass house, into a 20th or 21st century being. Time is 
not on our side. We have to accept the challenge and go 
forward now because every moment of delay increases the 
seriousness of the disaster which threatens. 


It is a persuasive argument, for of course there is 
much truth in its analysis of the situation in which we 
are placed. Nevertheless we shall do well not to be rush- 
ed, to consider who is speaking and the accents used, and 
to reflect whether or not there may be other solutions 
using a different approach. It is the scientific mentality 
that is speaking, the mind of that Uranian science which

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hasdeveloped since the 18th century to become in effect 
the God of the 20th century, displacing all other gods. It 
talks down to usas inferior beings, is impatient with our 
objections as "unscientific" and necessarily irrelevant, 
and presents its wishes as thinly disguised commands. This 
is the way it has always spoken, since it first definit- 
ively emerged as a force to be reckoned with in the world 
two centuries ago, for it is its aggressive audacity, 
based on unswerving belief in the rightness of its own 
"method", which has carried it to where it is today. Yet 
even so it is still really only a limited, incomplete and 
one-sided mentality. It focuses on the "world outside" as 
an objective entity, and is essentially mechanistic and 
materialistic. Now it wants to explore the mind, but only 
(tacitly) as an extension of that world outside. It begins 
to admit that the great religions of the world, the yogis 
of India, and even the Mongolian shamans, may have had 
insights which it had previously overlooked, which can now 
be integrated into its total world picture, but still with 
the same condescension with which it occasionally acknow- 
ledges that some "old wives remedies" may have had a grain 
of medical good sense in them. We may have to face the 
fact that it is necessary to grasp this tiger by the tail 
and hang him up by it. We are promised control over the 
mind, but who will exercise it, and for whose benefit? 


Mental control methods have been studied in Russia 
since revolutionary days, using the conditioned reflex re- 
searches of Pavlov, and all that has resulted there is a 
perfected technique of brainwashing to secure "voluntary" 
confessions from political prisoners. There is a chilling 
similarity in the arguments being put forward now for mind 
development, and the tone in which they are presented, to 
those which warned us that the world's energy stocks were 
running low but which offered unlimited energy from the 
atom, only to present us with radiation pollution and the 
need for autocratic supervision to prevent the risk of 
atomic terrorism or the diversion of waste fuel to the 
illegal manufacture of atomic bombs. And remember too the 
rocket research which began in Russia and Germany in the 
1920s and 30s, which was going to open up the Moon and 

lanets for us. That objective still lies before us, apart 

rom six or seven brief propaganda landings on the Moon 
and a series of tantalizing photographic views of the 
planets. But the spin-off in terms of guided short range 
and long range missiles is all too much with us now. 
Uranian developments, from the 18th century to the present 
day, have always more than balanced any benefits they have 
brought to humankind by their much greater dislocating 
effect on human society as a whole. Amazing developments 
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can certainly be expected from mental research, but in- 
stead of the overall effect being to increase stability, 
if Uranus's influence alone is allowed to be dominant it 
will worsen stability. 


Since Sagittarius is essentially not a restrictive, 
law-enforcing, limiting sign we must not expect it to 
apply the brakes during the next two years before Uranus 
moves on into Capricorn. What it has already begun todo, 
however, and will undoubtably continue to do even more 
urgently fromnow on, is to make knowledge about what is 
going on widely and freely available to serious students 
and responsible citizens in a host of other fields besides 
purely scientific ones, in an effort to awaken the con- 
science of mankind. The implications of genetic research 
(a further example of yet one more highly equivocal Ura- 
nian Maguanice"s, for instance, undoubtably raise serious 
religious questions. This fact has been recognized during 
the past three years, and attempts are being made in the 
United States, Britain, and various other European coun- 
tries to frame legislation with the aid of representatives 
from a number of religious denominations, to impose some 
controls and to treat the matter as an ethical issue. This 
is despite the usual Uranian declaration that once a 
scientific discovery has been made it is pre-destined to 
advance and it is useless to attempt to stifle or control 
it in any way. The world is coming to realize that con- 
trols have to be imposed. This is not a purely mechanis-— 
tic universe. Human beings live here and wish to be able 
to exist in a manner which is consonant with dignity, 
self-respect and respect for spiritual ideals. 


Between now and the end of 1988, when Uranus finally 
leaves the sign Sagittarius, we must expect the objective 
situation to worsen steadily. Probably it will come to 
bear an uncomfortable resemblance to Jesus's prophecy, 
recorded in Matthew 24: 6 - 7, whenhe was asked what 
would be the sign of the approach of the End of Times: 


"And ye shall hear of wars and rumors of wars... 


"Fornation shallrise qaecuat nation and kingdom 
against kingdom: and there shall be famines and 
pestilences..." 


(Nevertheless he was careful to add "but the end is not 
yet.") Terrorism will get worse because it will be equip- 
ed with even more sophisticated scientific weapons. Famin- 
es like that in Ethiopia will recur because wholesale 
deforestation in other parts of the world is altering the 
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world's wind and rainfall patterns. Pestilences like AIDS 
will become a world-wide menace because modern means of 
travel make it easy for them to spread, while modern 
medicine, with its fixation on the body as a physical 
thing instead of on the human being as a holistic whole 
with a spiritual purpose and spiritual responsibility, 
will be unable to contain them. The ordinary citizen 
everywhere whose only wish is to be able to leada decent, 
law-abiding life is likely to feel himself very much in 
the position of the young child in a badly-run school 
where his life is made a misery by a pack of sadistic 
bullies. His one longing will be to find out just who is 
really incontrol around here. 


Neptune has been in Capricorn since December 1984 and 
will remain there until the end of the century. Saturn 
enters Capricorn in November 1988, the same month that 
Uranus does so finally. Within one month from then Mer- 
cury, Venus and the Sun will be there too, and over the 
next two years concentrations of six and seven planets in 
this sign will occur twice more. Unlike Sagittarius, Cap- 
ricornts the sign of executive control. Sucha configur- 
ation does not by itself indicate the onset of an age of 
dictatorship, but in a time of great need it could cer- 
tainly facilitate it. If the danger to the world is so 
obvious, and so extreme, that a need fora blanket reac- 
tionary authoritarian control becomes generally recog- 
nized, then undoubtably the person or organization which 
can fulfill that need will step forward at this time and 
take control.

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ALEXANDER RUPERTI writes : 


After a quick read of several articles in Considerations 
Ill 1, for example that of Alexander Marr and the comments 
of Charles Jayne, I am struck by the incongruity of the 
modern astrological attitude. On one hand, Marr stresses 
man's creativity and relative free will, and on the other 
he seeks feverishly for exact correspondences between 
birth chart, pre-natal chart and events. If events are 
preordained by the astrological charts, where is man's 
creativity, free will and capacity to grow? If the latter 
ismore important than the events, why put such an accent 
on events? Seeing events in a chart and its progressions 
means that the astrologer does not consider his "client" 
as a living person but rather as an object submitted to 
outside influences. The chart is not the symbol of a 
living and growing person, but the chart of what will 
happen to a conditioned specimen of human nature. There is 
a total lack of the psychological and spiritual dimension 
of human existence, it is materialistic and reductionist 
in essence--not at all in keeping with even the recent 
attitude in physics which is beginning to accept a higher 
dimension of reality. Trying to prove that events are 
preordained and to present astrology as having essential 
meaning in terms of the prevision of events is to me a 
betrayal, not only of the real purpose of astrology, but 
of the dignity of the human person.-Suchan attitude tries 
to be scientific in terms of a materialistic science which 
is no longer regarded as valid. It is an unfortunate 
prolongation of 19th century thought which refuses to 
accept the new understanding of the universe and of man 
introduced by Einsteinian physics and the philosophy of 
holism which are representative of 20th century thought. 


This difference between 19th and 20th century thought 
is, in astrological terms, the difference between what one 
likes to call "scientific astrology" and the work of 
Rudhyar and Marc Jones. 
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The DALAI LAMA, interviewed in the Manchester Guardian 
Weekly, 11th August 1985 : 


I do in fact like to talk with scientists, have them 
explain to me their discoveries. It seems to me that 
western science and eastern philosophy can join together 
tocreatea really complete and full-fledged human being. 
It is only in this way that man will emerge strengthened 
fromhis condition and become whole. At any rate, this is 
what I believe. For it's not enough to speak of God and 
Heaven, one must also think of others, be compassionate 
and think of alleviating the sufferings of others. True 
peace of the soul can be attained only at this prite, even 
in a world of materialistic yardsticks, where it is absol- 
utely essential to place the right values on the things of 
the mind. 


RUTH OLIVER writes : 


Poulin is correct [*1] that the Jupiter-Saturn conjunction 
in Taurus took place in1940-41 (that error was a typo. on 
my part). According to Hugh McCraig the aspect occurred on 
8th August 1940 at 14° Taurus, 20th October at 12° Taurus, 
and 5th February 1941 at 9° Taurus. The other relevant 
transits were Jupiter into Gemini in June 1941; Saturn 
from Taurus to Gemini, moving over the cusp in May 1942; 
Uranus moving backand forth over the same cusp between 
May 1941 and June 1942; and Neptune moving back and forth 
over the cusp between Virgo and Libra from December 1941 
and October 1942. 


The Blitzkrieg began 10th May 1940, just as the first 
Jupiter-Saturn conjunction was forming. The Battle of 
Britain reached its peak in July-August 1940, and the Axis 
formeda ten Phage mer ncaa pact on 27th September, as the 
conjunction was forming for the second time. The Germans 
made the mistake of invading Russia on 22nd June 1941 as 
Jupiter went into Gemini. It was not until late-1942 and 
1943, whenall four of the slow-moving planets were set- 
tled in the air signs, that the tide began to turn in 
favor of the Allies. Meanwhile, Russia, ostensibly our 
ally, had been grabbing up every bit of land in prepar-

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ation for such further take-overs from an exhausted Europe 
when the war should be over. 


My interest in Hitler's chart is to discover why, if 
I can, he chose to live it on the most negative level. I 
have no final answers but some that are promising. These 
include the charts of those born near but not right on 
Hitler's birthday, with whose life stories I amreasonably 
familiar. 


When you are getting good results with one systemof 
thought or astrological technique, it is redundant to 
shift to another halfway through, orto explain facts that 
otherwise do not fit. In the happy words of the late 
Vernon Clark, you are using "the saturated Zodiac, full of 
orange rinds, old shoes and the kitchen stove". 


There is an interesting footnote to all of this. 
Hitler had Sun in Taurus, Moon in Capricorn and a Libran 
Ascendant. Simon Wiesenthal, the dogged, implacable Nazi 
hunter had Sun in Capricorn, Moon in Taurus and Libra 
rising. With Sun in Capricorn he was efficient and hard- 
working, with Moon in Taurus he was tenacious, with the 
Libra Ascendant he, too, wanted justice—-retributive jus- 
tice. 


I might add that I find Considerations a unique 
magazine with a special quality that I find most appeal- 
ing. 


HARBARTH RATSLER writes: 


Scientists now think that a great quantity of water re- 
mains on Mars, in large part locked up in underground 
glaciers and lakes. They furthermore believe that millions 
of years ago the main conditions of life--air, moisture, 
a magnetic field sufficient to deflect hard particles 
streaming from the Sun--prevailed on that planet. 


This story is plausible enough as far as air and 
moisture are concerned: gravity being slightly weaker 
means that gases can escape more easily into space; the 
Sun being relatively far means that water will freeze more 
readily. But why shoulda planet's magnetic field vanish? 


Could it be that living creatures are not the passive 
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beneficiaries, but rather the source of planetary magnetic 
fields? The overall dipole field of a planet (not to be 
confused with its surface field, which has to do with iron 
in the rocks and is irregular) might be a collective 
sense-organ designed to hear the music of the spheres. 


Geophysicists have suggested that the extinction of 
some terrestrial species happened around those times when 
the magnetic dipole wandered from its normal position and 
slowly reversed itself. The disturbance in the magnetic 
field, they calculate, would have allowed lethal radiation 
to reach the planet's surface. But maybe they have got it 
backward. Is it not equally possible that mass deaths of 
animals disturbed the field, just as the death of all 
creatures on Mars, when deprived of air and water, caused 
the Martian field to disappear?

BOOKS CONSIDERED 


TWO UTTERLY DIFFERENT BOOKS to remind us that astrologers 
speak in many different tongues and often inhabit quite 
different worlds, 


Donna Cunningham. Healing Pluto Problems. York Beach, 
Maine: Samuel Weiser, 1986, 218 pages, ppr. $10.95. 


Donna Cunningham was born with Pluto within a degree of 
her ascendant and she trained as a social worker. Her 
world contains abused women and children, alcoholics and 
generally troubled people. Her book is about these people, 
their problems, and the placement of Pluto in their birth- 
charts. Cunningham is practical and blunt; "guilt is a 
crock" to her. She leans toward the overly dramatic: 
"typists have broken down and sobbed while working with 
this material". Nonetheless she does give the impression 
that she understands Pluto. When prominent, the author 
tells us, Pluto causes problems associated with guilt, 
resentment, child abuse, and death. Various charts with 
Pluto prominent are examined, the problems are defined, 
and tools--which include Bach Flower Remedies--for healing 
these problems are suggested. 
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How the author relates the three outer planets as 
they transit eachsign in sequence, is thought-provoking: 
",,.Neptune goes througha sign first, somehow dissolving 
and corrupting the matters associated withit, making the 
concerns of that sign an unreachable dream. It is almost 
as though it infects all of us with an illusion that we 
addictively try to attain, rather like a vapor trail that 
Pluto years later clears up. Uranus currently follows 
Neptune, popularizing and disseminating the illusions, 
making them available to the masses... For the Neptune in 
Scorpio generation,...we've collectively come to think 
that sex was so important that it controlled our lives... 
The current prevalence of sexually transmitted disease 
(like Herpes and AIDS) is already causing people to reas- 
sess their "liberated" sexuality. Illusions we brought 
into (the world) when Neptune transited Scorpio will be 
reevaluated as Pluto moves through Scorpio." 


One simply must recommend this book, especially to 
the astrological counselor who is truly committed to help- 
ing his or her clients: it is practical and down-to-earth, 
filled with astrological good sense. Yet something seems 
to be missing. Is this because the book deals just with 
Pluto problems, with negative Pluto? Cunningham discus- 
sing astrology and metaphysics: "Trouble doesn't start in 
the world. It starts first in the mind before it appears 
in the world." Metaphysics, she explains, is "...how we 
create our own reality through thought patterns". In an- 
other world, away from the metropolitan paved jungle 
through which social workers prowl, are there other mean- 
ings to Pluto? 


The second book is by Ruth Mierswa. It deals with 
self-realization, success and joy--words apparently absent 
from the Cunningham vocabulary, but this does not mean it 
ignores Pluto. The problem planet in Mierswa's book is 
said to give "...the power to destroy self-centered per- 
sonality desires". Both Mierswa and Cunningham are deal- 
ing with the same planet, but each views Pluto as it is 
observed from the world the author inhabits. 
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Ruth Mierswa. Ray-Centered Astrology San Diego: Libra 
Publishers, 1986, 334 pages, hardback, $16.00. 


Instant time travel: a book that returned this reviewer 
back to the Hereford home of gentle Stanley Gritton, to 
afternoon teas at the TS, to quiet studies of Leadbeater, 
Sinnett, Blavatsky, Besant, and Alice Bailey. 


Ray-Centered Astrology begins where Alice Bailey left 
off. It proposes a new approach to astrology, one which, 
we're told, will provide a more meaningful and in-depth 
delineation than can presently be achieved with tradition- 
al astrology. "...Even though the natal chart does indi- 
cate the kinds of Zodiacal and planetary energies which 
help one inhis @vierunlccieadiag and growth, there are 
other energies which give adeeper understanding and the 
capability of more growth." Mrs Mierswa calls these Ray 
Energies. A system has been synthesized by which one's 
specific Soul and Personality Rays can be found. Two Ray- 
centered horoscopes are developed, one reveals the soul's 
unique purpose for living and the other locates one's 
major life problem and shows how this can be solved. 
Detailed steps fora Ray-centereddelineation are given, 
supported by three complete examples. 


In a recent contest to find the correct occupation, 
given the charts of four persons, each with the same 
occupation, the author used her Ray-centered technique and 
was the only contestant to obtain the correct answer. 


One cannot recommend this book to all astrologers. If 
you do not already inhabit the world Ruth Mierswa comes 
from, you may not appreciate just how definitive a work on 
the astrology of the seven rays this is. If you know of 
Alice Bailey, this book could provide exac tly the help you 
may have been searching for.

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AN ASTROLOGICAL PORTRAIT 
OF THE CITY OF SEATTLE 


DOROTHY B. HUGHES 


ON 13TH NOVEMBER 1851 at 8:00 A.M. local time the schooner 
Exact, out of Portland, Oregon, dropped anchor on Puget 
Sound off a sandy point of land and a party of 22 people 
hurriedly disembarked. There were ten adults and twelve 
children. The oldest adult was 31 years old and the young- 
est child was two months. With a cold rain pouring down 
upon them they surveyed their new home; the lone building 
was a rough log cabin without a roof. The women and 
children huddled under the tall fir trees which overhung 
every inch of land and wept at the grey desolation about 
them. Themenhadno time fortears since they had landed 
at low tide and their possessions were unceremoniously 
dumped with the tide coming in. The possessions would 
shortly be awashif they were not moved. These were the 
people who came with the intention of building a West 
Coast metropolis which would rival New York City. Accord- 
ingly they named their little settlement New York, Oregon 
Territory. Their Indian friends, amused by the implica- 
tion, added "Alki" which in the Chinook language means 
bye-and-bye. Thus the settlement became know as New York- 
Alki. In time "New York" was dropped and this point of 
land has been known ever since as Alki; 135 yearslater, 
this small community of 22 people has grown to be a major 
port city in Washington State with a population well over 
a million in the Greater Seattle area. 


A horoscope for when the party landed shows the Sun 
in Scorpio, Sagittarius rising with Venus conjunct the 
Ascendant, and Jupiter, ruler of the Ascendant, is in 
Scorpio trine both the Moon in Cancer and Neptune in 
Pisces. Astrologically this would describe a place of 
much natural beauty, with many hills and surrounded by 
much water. This is certainly true in every respect for 
Seattle. In the words of Edna Ferber, in her "Native 
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"Everything in and about Seattle, its people, its 
scenery, its spirit, its politics, its energy, its future 
-~is larger than life. Curiously enough, there is also a 
dreamlike quality about this region which is baffling to 
the outsider. 


"There was too much of everything... Eastern visit- 
ors, accustomed to nature in a cosier mood, were vaguely 
frightened by this colossal pageant. Certainly a recital 
of the region's natural charms, no matter how restrained, 
always gave the effect of a Chamber of Commerce pamphlet 
gonemad. 


"To begin with the least of its astounding features, 
the city of Seattle boasted two canals, man-made both (if 
Seattle had ever deigned to boast of so paltry a posses- 
sion). Next, three ample lakes lay glittering and dimpling 
in its midst where even one would have been redundant for 
this town whose water front led to the Pacific. 


"As though its founders had tried to rival the fan- 
tastic splendor with which Nature had encircled it, the 
city itself was built on seven hills, higher than the 
classic seven hills of the Eternal City. 


"In this panorama there were rivers--the Duwamish, 
twin-mouthed, was in itself a sizeable body of water--but 
for such puny spawn of Nature, Seattle had little re- 
spect... Witha final godlike gesture Nature had flung up 
not one but actually two separate and complete mountain 
ranges that flanked the city, one east, one west. To the 
west lay the Olympics with their snow-covered ridges. The 
Cascade Mountains, blue-green in the distance, lay east. 
In the last stupendous feat there was a kind of Jovian 
insolence. It was to much. 


"Above the whole with the dramatic finality of a 
complete masterpiece, above canals, rivers, lakes, bay, 
straits, hills, forest, and mountain peaks--loomed the 
queen peak, Mount Rainier, eternally snow~crowned." 


Jupiter in Scorpio, ruler of the Ascendant, trine 
Neptune in Pisces, ruler of the IVth house, indicates the 
"too much" quality which Miss Ferber sensed. Neptune is 
in the IIrd house, showing the general neighborhood; its 
square to Venus and the Ascendant points up the dreamlike 
quality of the city Edna Ferber felt. Of course, this is 

eceptive: the city and its people is vigorous, robust and 
lively. Note that Jupiter is square to Mars in Leo. 
Mars, the Sun-sign ruler, trines the Ascendant. Being in 
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Leo, it is indicative of the many regal names connected 
with Seattle. Seattle was known for years as the Queen 
City but in recent years was been renamed the Emerald 
City; there are also King County, in which Seattle is 
located, Queen Anne Hill, Capitol Hill, the Olympic Moun- 
tains and Mount Rainier. 


On glancing at the chart one might wonder whether 
this could possibly be the chart of a major city in the 
United States. There are no angular planets, and the Sun 
Fe cpabeaty in the XlIthhouse. This XIIth house Sun surely 
indicates the struggle on the part of the early pioneers 
to build a city from very humble beginnings. It was a 
struggle until the Sun, by progression, emerged from the 
XIIth house. The ever-hopeful fire Ascendant with the 
energetic, resourceful Scorpio Sun, together with Mercury 
and Jupiter, trine the Moon dignified in Cancer in the 
VIlIth house of other people's money, has carried the city 
from its humble start to its present status. Furthermore, 
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the chart belongs to the Marc Edmund Jones! pattern known 
as the splay type. It suggests a resourceful person or 
entity, one that cannot be put in a pigeon hole. The 
pattern is such that if one aspect fails, there are others 
to fall back on and still make a success. 


There is an air of briskness, hopefulness and happi- 
ness about Seattle--always looking toward the future, 
typical Sagittarius; but cherishing its past, typical of 
the Cancer Moon. Three planets are located in cardinal 
signs, five in fixed and two in mutables, with the Mid- 
heaven and Ascendant also mutable. This is quite an even 
division with the heavier emphasis on the fixed quality 
balancing the mutable Ascendant. There is an over-empha- 
sis of the fire and water signs, no planets are in air 
signs and only Uranus and the MC are in Earthsigns. This 
over-emphasis of fire and water is reflected in the abil- 
ity of Seattle's people to experience a great deal of 
excitement withlittledamage. The Siege of Seattle, the 
Chinese Riot and the general strike of 1919 sound ominous 
until one learns that no one was hurt in any of these, and 
they were all resolved amicably. The lack of air signs 
which denotes intellectual and mental activities would 
appear to indicate that there is little interest of that 
nature in Seattle. Yet the Vth house isheavily tenanted 
by three bodies: Saturn, Pluto and Uranus; Neptune, digni- 
fied in Pisces, is in the IIrd house; and the IXth sign 
of higher education is on the Ascendant--all of the heavy 
planets are in houses relating to education. The IXth 
house is ruled by the Sun and co-ruled by Mercury, which 
body also rules the Midheaven. This emphasis on the 
houses of education, tied in with the MC ruler, signifies 
that these people realized the value and importance of 
Food schools to theircommunity and industry. In January 

861, as the Sun by progression entered the XIth sign of 
Sagittarius, our city forefathers "kidnapped" the Univers- 
ity of Washington from neighboring Tacoma. Note that 
Neptune in the IIIrd house points to some deception in 
dealing with neighbors. 


Less than ten months later, on 4th November 1861, the 
University opened forclasses. Leo indicates the center 
of the town, it is on the 1Xth cusp showing this is where 
the University was first located. This property in the 
center of the business section is still owned by the 
University and the income fromit has given Seattle one of 
the finest and largest state Universities on the Pacific 
Coast. Besides the State University there is a Catholic 
University and a Methodist University within the city. 
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Any lack of Earthsigns ina chart can be balanced by 
a strong Saturn. Here Saturn is in its detriment in 
Aries, conjunct Pluto and Uranus. Saturn in Aries is 
resolute, determined and ambitious. The potential power 
of this Saturn is marked by its 150° aspects to both the 
Midheaven and to the rising Venus, ruler of the VIth 
house. Saturn's conjunction with Uranus and Pluto suggests 
that the source of the city's income would be from its 
natural resources as well as from the ultra-modern and 
revolutionary. The sign Aries reveals that any successful 
new industry would have to be pioneering by nature, util- 
izingnewmethods. Ofcourse, the major industries in the 
early days of Seattle were from the natural resources: 
timber, mining, farming, and fishing. The lumber and 
fishing industries remained important until just a few 
years ago when the transit of Neptune, Pluto and Uranus 
opposed that mass of planets in the Vthhouse. The Earth 
signs on the IInd, VIth and Xth cusps are evidence that 
income from natural resources will be continuous even 
though presently they are inquiteaslump. However, the 
potential of the major industry in Seattle, the manufac-— 
ture of airplanes, is also shown with Uranus on the hidden 
side of the VIth house, inconjunct the Midheaven. This 
placement of Uranus also shows the ultimate strong labor 
unions. Seattle is one of the most highly unionized 
cities in the United States. There is also whimsicality 
in this situation as shown by Neptune square Venus, ruler 
of the VIthhouse: the Retail Clerks Union isa branchof 
the Teamsters Union, the strongest local. Note that with 
Uranus opposing Jupiter, ruler of the chart, Seattle has 
received much notoriety through labor strikes. 


Another instance of the quality of the unusualness 
indicated by Saturn, ruler of the IInd house, conjunct 
Pluto and Uranus, was the start of the first bank in 
Seattle. In the early days of Seattle, Dexter Horton, 
owner of a general store, returned from a buying trip to 
San Francisco with a safe. The business people were 
overjoyed: now they felt assured that their money would be 
propery safeguarded; every evening at the close of the 

usiness day they faithfully carried their day's reciepts 
to Horton's store to be deposited overnight in his safe. 
The humor of the situation was not known forsome time as 
Horton neglected to tell his neighbors that the safe had 
no back! 


As one might expect with the Sun, Moon, Jupiter 
(ruler of the Ascendant), Neptune (ruler of the IVth 
house) and Mercury (ruler of the MC) all in water signs, 
Seattle is not only surrounded by much water but is also 
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plentifully blessed by water from the heavens above. 


Characteristic of the Ascendant in a mutable sign, 
the first pioneers were not long satisfied with their 
location and, in the Spring of 1852, they operas and 
made soundings across the bay to the East. They subse- 
quently moved there. This is now the central business area 
of Seattle. 


All of these first settlers and those who came in the 
early years of Seattle were men of vision. They not only 
jooked ta the future but predicted it as well. 


In March 1852 Dr Maynard, a man who was to provide 
some of the more colorful aspects of Seattle's history, 
appearedonthescene. He wasthe town's first physician 
and it was thanks to him that the new settlement on the 
eastern bayshore started with "a fish-packing industry, a 
drugstore, a general store, and a name that was not im- 
ported from England or Spain, or brought around the Horn 

rom the Bist, Tt was a name as native as the fir forest". 
[*1] Until this time Seattle had been known variously as 
New York-Alki, Duwamps, Skwudux or Smaquamox and itsmail- 
ing address was Olympia, Oregon Territory. Dr. Maynard 
suggested that the settlement be named after Chief Seat- 
tle, who had succeeded in uniting the Duwamish and Suqu- 
amish tribes under a communal system. Chief Seattle was a 
most unusual person and a very wise man. His speech given 
at the time of the signing of the treaty between the 
government and the Indians is a classic masterpiece (pre- 
served for us by Dr. Henry A. Smith). Dr. Smith also 
arrived in Seattle in 1852. He selected his claim on the 
basis that it would one day become the terminus of a 
continental railroadsystem. The location of his claimis 
today the terminus of the railroad into Seattle and was 
once a large Navalestablishment. Dr. Smith learned the 
Duwamish language in which Chief Seattle delivered his 
speech, wrote the speech down and translated it into 
English to be preserved for posterity. It isa monument 
to Chief Seattle's understanding of humanity--an under- 
standing unusual in a man of no formal education. A few 
extracts from the speech will show his great wisdom.

NEW YORK-ALKT 


"Yonder sky that has wept tears of compassion upon my 
people for centuries untold, and which to us appears 
changeless and eternal, may change... 


"I will not dwell on, nor mourn over, our untimely 
decay, nor reproach our paleface brothers with hastening 
it, as we too may have been somewhat to blame. 


"It matters little where we pass the remnant of our 
days. They will not be many. A few more Moons; a few 
more winters and not one of the descendants of the mighty 
hosts that once moved over this broad land or lived in 
happy homes, protected by the Great Spirit, will remain to 
mourn over the graves of a people once more powerful and 
hopeful than yours. But why should I mourn at the untime- 
ly fate of my people. Tribe follows tribe, and nation 
follows nation, like the waves of the sea. It is the 
order of nature andregret isuseless. Yourtime of decay 
may be distant but it will surely come, for even the White 
Man whose god walked and talked with himas friend with 
friend, isnot exempt fromthe commondestiny. We may be 
brothers after all. We will see. 


"And when the last Red Man shall have perished and 
the memory of my tribe shall have become a myth among the 
White Men, these shores will swarm with the invisible dead 
of my tribe; and when your children's children think 
themselves alone in the field, the store, the shop, upon 
the highway or in the silence of the pathless woods, they 
will not be alone... And at night when the streets of 
your cities and villages are silent and you think them 
deserted, they will throng with the returning hosts that 
once filled and still love this beautiful land. The White 
Man will never be alone. 


"Let him be just and deal kindly with my eerie, for 
the deadare not powerless. Dead,didIsay? There isno 
death, only a change of worlds." 


Again, the Sagittarian Ascendant is indicated by the 
words of Archie Binns: 


"And Seattle's history is not like that of any other 
city. It isa piece of American mythology. The guardian 
spirits of the city are two horses that came out of the 
sea at the beginning, a docile black mare anda milk-white 
stallion with an unbroken spirit anda disposition towards 
violence." 


These horses actually existed. They were owned by 
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Thomas Mercer, who arrived by boat in 1853 and started the 
city's first drayage business with them. It was Thomas 
Mercer who, at the Fourth of July celebration in 1854, 
named the two larger lakes within the city. The larger 
one which forms the eastern boundary of the city was named 
Washington, in honor of our first president. The smaller 
one he named Lake Union because it would one day be the 
means of joining Lake Washington with the Sound. That is 
the case today. Canalshave been built between the two 
lakes and at their western end they are connected with 
Puget Sound by means of the Ballard Locks, a replica of 
the Panama Canal locks. 


In almost every instance that had to do with the 
eventual development of the city, there was a whimsical or 
humorous quirk--almost as if the gods were tempting men to 
make fools of themselves just to have a joke. This qual- 
ity is indicated by Neptune in Pisces, square Venus and 
the Ascendant, trine Jupiter. The filing of the city 
plots is an instance of this kind. It is best described 
by Archie Binns. 


"Arthur Denny and Carson Boren filed their city plot 
on 23rd May 1853. Dr. Maynard filed his plot the next 
day. That was because he got drunk in celebration of the 
official birthday of Seattle." (13th November 1853 has 
always been celebrated as the birthday of Seattle.) 


"There were difference of more than temperament be- 
tween Denny and Maynard. Writing about the incident af- 
terward, Denny observed that the doctor had taken enough 
to make him feel that he was not only monarch of all that 
he surveyed but of what Denny and Boren had surveyed as 
well. Because of their temperamental differences the two 
plotsdidnot harmonize. In Denny's and Boren's plots the 
north and south streets paralleled the shore line; in 
Maynard's they conformed with the points of the compass 
and there was a jog in the streets where the two halvesof 
the town met but did not fit. To this date in the snarl 
of traffic where cross-purpose streets run into Yesler 
Way, the differences between Boren-Denny and Doctor May- 
nard continue unresolved. Perhaps it is only right that 
the two sections of the city should bring their differ- 
ences to Yesler Way. Henry Yesler was probate clerk in 
1853 and the conflicting plots were filed in his cook- 
house-office at the foot of what is now Yesler Way. Yesler 
Way was not only the dividing line between the two plots, 
it also divided the slum district from the better residen- 
tial and business section. It washere that the identify- 
ing of this sector of a city as the "Skidrow" originated. 
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Yesler Way was the skidroad to the Bay for Henry Yesler's 
shingle mill." 


Neptune in the IlIrd house, ruling the streets, 
would foretell that there would be peculiarities in how 
the streets in Seattle were laid. There are many people 
who have lived in Seattle for over twenty-five years and 
who can still get lost on Queen Anne Hill. 


There were several events in the history of Seattle 
which made its rapid growth possible. The first of these 
occurred in the year of 1864 at the close of the Civil 
War. The Sun by progression had come to the conjunction 
of Venus, touching off the natalsquare to Neptune. This 
would indicate that what occured then would involve an 
unusual situation regarding ocean travel (Neptune in Pi- 
sces) and women (Venus) and far-off places, the Sun is 
ruler of the IXth house. At that time there was much 
editorializing in the nation's papers lamenting the fate 
of the young women in New England. Many of them would 
have to go through life unmarried because so many young 
men had been killed in the war. Their opportunities to 
work in the textile mills were also gone as an aftermath 
of the war. Asa Mercer, a young man inhis early twenties 
and also first president of the University in far off 
Seattle, pondered this situation in relation to the local 
situation. There was a dearth of young women in Seattle. 
Many young unmarried men had been attracted to thecity. 
It didn't take Asa Mercer long to make a decision to go to 
Boston to try to bring some of these young women to the 
West. He managed to persuade eleven of them to leave 
their homes and come to Seattle. He made a second trip to 
Boston later and brought about 200 young women around Cape 
Horn by ship to Seattle. The story of the "Mercer Girls" 
in its entirety is a legend of indomitable youth and 
fearlessconviction. Only a young enthusiast could have 
been so daring or foolhardy to attempt such a venture. 
The story spread across the nation in various ways and 
focused attention on Seattle and its opportunities in the 
year 1866, as progressed Sun came to the Ascendant. 


Seattle, like Chicago and San Francisco, wasalmost 
entirely consumed by fire, on 6th June 1889. The poten- 
tial of a fire is inferred by Jupiter in Scorpio opposite 
Uranus in Taurus, both square Mars in Leo. Saturn and 
Pluto also enter the picture, being conjunct Uranus. The 
heavy planets and fiery Mars, involved in adverse aspect 
to the ruler of the chart, all indicate a major catastro- 
phe. In 1889 Saturn and Pluto opposed the Ascendant by 
primary direction. Also by primary, Uranus exactly sex- 
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tiled natal Mars--as so often happens, a good progressed 
aspect touched off the natal affliction. On 29th May 1889 
there wasa lunation conjunct these three planets af flic- 
ting the Ascendant. Transiting Mars and Pluto were also 
conjunct this combination. One week later, when transit- 
ing Moon made the square to this point, the fire occurred. 
The elements involved air, fire and water, the explosive 
aspect of Mars square Uranus and the expansiveness of 
Jupiter all played their parts in the drama. The fire was 
started bya fs ot (Saturn) boiling over and catching 
fire (Mars). K bucket of water (Scorpio) was thrown on it 
and spread (Jupiter) the flaming glue over a floor lit- 
tered with wood chips and saturated with turpentine. With- 
in an hour the entire business section was either afire or 
in danger because of the wind (air). A few hours later 
help was on the way from the neighboring towns of Tacoma, 
Portland and Victoria, B.C. by train, horse-drawn vehicles 
and boats--the ruler of the chart in the XIth house of 
friends trine Neptune in the IIIrd house of neighbors. By 
nightfall every Frame building was burneddown. Every- 
thing that was undesirable in the city lay in ruins, all 
that was good was saved, no lives were lost, no one was 
seriously injured. Protection was given the city by the 
luck aspect of Neptune trine Jupiter, Jupiter's semi- 
sextile and Mars' trine to the Ascendant. Here the results 
were most beneficial, typical of Pluto action as well. 
Help in the form of money (Mars in the VIIIth house trine 
the Ascendant) was sent from all the towns and cities 
along the Pacific Coast. Like a Phoenix, the town arose 
from its ruins with wider, regraded streets, and fire- 
proof buildings. Thus, it was prepared for its role of 
rapid growth as a modern city. 


The event that led to the greatest impetus of growth 
in Seattle was also an event of national importance. It 
lifted not only Seattle but the nation from the economic 
depression which followed the panic of 1893. When the 
progressed Sun ina chart makesno majoraspectstoother 
planets, we find a slow and uneventful period for the 
person or entity involved. The progressed Sun in Seat- 
tle's chart was just leaving the trine to Uranus, ruler of 
the IIIrd house, when the railways finally decided Seattle 
was een enough to be a terminus of a transcontinen- 
tal railway. The roads were cut through to Seattle in 
1893. Between 1893 and 1897 the progressed Sun made no 
major aspects and Seattle, along with the rest of the 
nation, wallowed in a trough of economic insecurity. In 
1897 the progressed Sun, ruler of the IXth house, made a 
sextile to natal Jupiter, ruler of the chart, and to natal 
Neptune, ruler of the IVth house, again touching off the 
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luck aspect. The primary progressed Moon was making a 
trine to Uranus, ruler of the IIIrd house, and squared 
Venus, ruler of the VIthhouse. The Moonrules the VIIth 
house of other people's money, by progression it was in 
theIXthhouse. Mercury, ruler of the natal MC, by prim- 
ary progression was conjunct the IInd house cusp and 
inconjunct Mars in the VIIIth. All of these aspects 
combined to bring other people's money overa distance to 
activate the expansion of the city in population, commerce 
and industry. 


On 17th July 1897 the steamer Portland arrived in 
Seattle witha ton anda half of Alaskan gold. The stories 
of overnight riches were unbelievable and spread across 
the nation more rapidly than any news of any other day. 
On that day transiting Sun and Mercury were conjunct in 
Cancer, trine Seattle's natal Sun and Mercury; Jupiter and 
Mars were conjunct in Virgo, opposing natal Neptune; Sat- 
urn and Uranus were in Scorpio, conjunct natal Mercury. 
Every sectorof this chart was activated by bothprogres- 
sions and transits. People arrived in Seattle by the 
thousands from all over the nation, and the town roared 
with activity. "Northern gold did not build Seattle which 
already had the facilities for greatness but it was prof- 
itable grist for the city's big waiting mill. It gave 
Seattle some of its activity and colorof today; the big 
Alaska steamship piers with their weekly sailings; the 
Alaska outfitters who still hold forth on the older south- 
ern coast of the city; and the tradition of a totem pole 
in Pioneer Square." 


With the prominence of the IVth, VIIIth and XIIth 
houses, the signs related to them and the Sagittarian 
Ascendant, it is only to be expected that religion, not 
only orthodox but new-thought religion and philosophy as 
well, is an important aspect in the life of Seattle. 
Every district has many churches, including the downtown 
area, some of thembeing onlyablockortwoapart. There 
are eight churches within walking distance of the house 
where I lived for twenty-two years. It was in Seattle in 
1907 that Max Heindel, one of the pioneers of modern 
astrology in the United States, wrote the Rosicrucian 
Cosmo-Conception and first began to study astrology. (It 
was in the Pacific Northwest too, that Llewellyn George 
first started publishing his ek ee oar texts; not in 
Seattle, but in the neighboring city of Portland, Oregon.) 


Much has been left unsaid about this chart and this 
city. The more one probes the chart, the more is reveal- 
ed. As we all know, this is true for every astrological 
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chart. The knowledge andcorrect use of astrology is the 
greatest tool ever given mankind. 


** * 


I spent almost a year researching this chart, recti- 
fying it byhistorical events to 08:27 A.M., LMT (Sidereal 
time 16:35:20), and it has been accepted as correct by 
most of the prominent astrologers in the city. Marc Rob- 
ertson has said publicly that this chart is the only chart 
for Seattle that works. There had been another chart used 
for some years with Scorpio rising and Marc Penfield, in 
America: An Astrological Portrait of American Cities and 
States, givesa chart witha Capricorn Ascendant. Noone 
here can accept that at all. I don't know how he could 
have come up with that. Marc may have been here but Seat- 
tle is definitely not a Capricorn city. I have lived here 
for almost 46 years and believe that I know a little about 
the place. 
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CHARTS OF INFANTS 
NICKY BUCHWALD 


THE SOONER A PERSON can be made aware of his potential and 
pee the better are his chances for changing 

ad habits into good ones, for turning squares into 
trines. 


Ihave always felt aninstant excitement about anew 
baby's chart, been unwilling to wait to erect it. Yet 
having done so, I found myself faced with the question: 
"and what now". The way I was taught todelineate did not 
leave much scope for a baby's future during the first 
couple of years. So why bother to delineate the baby's 
chart now? Wait instead until the child's character has 
begun to emerge, when one has an idea of how he uses his 
given energies, until there are more tangible interactions 
with the mother. On the occasions that I did a baby's 
chart, it was always a very superficial character analy- 
sis; if the mother was very keen I told her she could 
always come back to see me when the child was older. 


This went on for a while, but I also learned more 
about psychology and the way our childhood experiences 
shape us into the personality we eventually become, or 
shall we say influence us as to which of our potentials we 
are going to utilize positively and which we are going to 
ignore or use negatively. 


The more I read, the more I thought about little 
babies coming into this worldhelpless--not able to assert 
themselves by speech and depending so much on the inter- 
pretation their parents put on their actions. Also, it 
seemed that the way people react and behave laterinlife 
is formed during the first two years, when the record we 
later play over and over again in given situations is cut. 
Then, I began in earnest to think about using the chart as 
a mouthpiece for this helpless little being. 


When people ask me to do a chart for an infant, it is 
usually because the parents want to be reassured that they 
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they have produced the wonder child they believe it to be. 
In fewer cases the mother might seek advice because she 
has a real problem with her 18-month-old, whether it is 
feeding, toilet training, sibling rivalry or such like. 


Bothsets of circumstances bring their own problems 
to the astrologer. In the first case, that of the proud 
parents who still have all their dreams intact, it needs 
great care and understanding on the pert of the astrologer 
toexplain the points in the new baby's chart which may 
turn out negatively; one must not upset the parents. 
Untold harm and worry can be caused the parents by an 
inexperienced and unthinking astrologer whostill "reads 
from the books", so tospeak. Yet one must help the child 
by speaking up for him when he cannot yet do so and before 
it might be too late; it is therefore necessary for the 
astrologer to deal with the problems. 


In such cases I delineate the chart with special 
attention to the first six houses but including the rest 
of the chart to whatever extent I find necessary. Allthe 
time I bear in mind that I am speaking for the child and 
do not tell in detail how he is going to develop in later 
life. Ialways begin and end ona happy note, andInever 
leave the parents with the feeling that they will have a 
problem with this child which cannot be solved. Remember: 
every child is born a prince or princess. 


In cases where the mother had a definite problem with 
her infant, I soon realized that plain delineation froma 
chart did not give the answer. I therefore developed my 
own way of delineating an infant chart. For sucha case I 
concentrate on the problem at hand and donot lookat the 
later potentials of the baby at all. 


While I use the interpretation of the planets and 
their aspects wherever they are situated in the chart, I 
use the delineation of the first six houses only. The 
infants' world is very much contained inside the first six 
houses, so whatever happens in his life now and here must 
be sought within that area of the chart and translated 
into "baby language", 


This is the way I do it. 
First house: 
While the Ascendant is always of greatest importance and I 
certainly won't do an infants chart without a known birth 


time, it is not as important in the first two years as it 
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willbe lateronin life. Remember that the Ascendant is 
the face we show the world, the way we want tobe seen. It 
will be moulded, in part, by the way we are treated in the 
earlier years. I am inclined to think that an infant does 
not care much about looking hisbest. He cries whenhe is 
hungry and wet and laughs and gurgles when he is happy and 
well fed. Forsome babies, though, it does not take long 
to find the best way to get attention, be this by hyster- 
ics or small endearing smiles. These obviously help to 
strengthen the "facade" when the child sees how helpful 
the performance can be forgetting his way. So, while the 
focus can be on the Ascendant and first house for some 
problems, this is not often so for babies under the age of 
three years. 


Second house: 


The second house obviously shows something about how the 
infant handles his feelings, how Mother can pacify him and 
so on; it also tells us something about ownership, what 
toyshe would like, how he values and treats them and how 
he goes about sharing his things with otherchildren. 


Third house: 


The third house is important when the problem involves 
relationships to siblings. This house will also show us 
how the child will handle the earlier learning experi- 
ences. When I do an infant delineation where no special 
problem is present, I touch on the early school years; 
often there is a message here for the parents. 


A good example is a stressed Moon in the IIIrd. One 
then expects the early education to be interrupted by 
changes. Asit is the Moon that is stressed, these changes 
will probably not be taken too well. It is important for 
the parents to know about this, to bear in mind that for 
this little chap any change of school environment will be 
difficult and could adversely influence his education. 
Seeing the heavenly dice are cast, the moves are probably 
inevitable; but the parents can improve the situation by 
taking special care to explain why the move is necessary, 
leting the child choose his new school, helping him become 
involved in those activities they know he enjoys, and so 
on. 


There is another way to look at this Moon which 
might alsoindicate a problem. The stressed Moon in IIIrd 
can indicate that this child acts like a mother towards 
his sibling, but finds this straining. Much, of course, 
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depends on the rest of the chart. If the child is a slow 
learner and introverted, and possesses a heavy Mercury, 
then an interrupted education must be stressed, But ifhe 
is of a nurturing disposition, dutiful and serious, then 
sibling mothering must be emphasized. 


For the little baby not yet in school it could mean 
that Mother expects too much of him too soon, that she 
moves too quickly when teaching him new things. The result 
can be that he will become unsure of what he is supposed 
to learn. This again can cause him to feel insecure about 
changes in school later on. 


Another thing to point out when the Moon is in the 
IlIrd house is that one should not give the baby too many 
substitute mothers; his learning could be confused by what 
they allexpect fromhim. 


In the case of Grant, whose chart (above) Idid when 
he was three months old, I felt it safe to presume that he 
would not be a nurturing brother with Aquarius Ascendant 
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and Aries Moon opposite Saturn. Indeed this opposition 
between the Tira and IXth houses indicated to me that 
interruptions would affect his scholastic abilities, es- 
pecially so as he also had the Sun, Mars and Mercury in 
fixed Taurus. He would probably not be a very fast learn- 
er. I wrote to his parents: "There are indications of 
changes and moves in his earlier educational years. As he 
is resistant to change and might not accept it as easily 
as other children, it is important that you explain to him 
the necessity of eachchange, and make a special effort to 
see him well installed in the new school and surround- 
ings." I have just learned that while his parents had 
stayed in one place for several years prior to Grant's 
birth they have since moved three times in three years. 


Fourth house: 


The fourth house is a storeroom of information. It shows 
how the infant perceives his home, early beginnings, moth- 
er (parent concept) and so forth. While the interpreta- 
tion does not differ much from the way it is normally 
done, I do look for both parents principles here; before 
two years of age the authoritative and nurturing parents 
must merge into one for the child. This house describes 
the atmosphere and emotions which surround him due to the 
influence of both parents or whoever brings him up. 


Fifth house: 


This house shows in which way you should encourage a 
child's creativity. We are all born creative and invent- 
ive, but some people seem to be sadly unaware of having 
any creative talents at all. A bored iain is probably not 
using his creativity, and ways to alleviate this boredom 
should be found through second-house toys (tools) to third 
~house learning to fifth-house creativity. Boredom leads 
to negative actions and thoughts. I am sure you can all 
imagine what could happen in Peter's life with Jupiter in 
Vth square Mars in VIIIth, if he is not encouraged to use 
this energy in sport or other creative outlets. 


Sixth House: 


While this house concerns health (as also does the Ascend- 
ant) I very seldom discuss illnesses unless something 
stares me right in the face, even then I just give a 
warning. It isdangerous to give parents ideas about their 
children's unhealth. General things can be said as long 
as the parents understand that you are not a specialist in 
medical astrology--unless you are, of course, and feel 
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competent to expand on the subject. 


The sixth house shows the infant's way of working, 
how he'll tackle eating, how he'll accept brushing teeth. 
Will he naturally work mentally or physically? Will he 
want to know about things before he'll do them or is he 
inclined to do as he is told? Has he got to be physical 
in the bath, splashing the whole room, before he is satis- 
fied? I only look for such details when they are presented 
as part of a problem. 


Toilet training is a very important item of learning 
and probably very hard work for a baby. Here are two 
examples of the sign on the cusp as an indicatorofhowa 
baby tackled this problem. In one case an acquaintance of 
mine recently complained that while her twenty-month-old 
girl was completely potty-trained, the child more often 
than not disgraced her when she went out and had tea with 
her friends. It did not matter how often the child was 
put on the potty, she would squirm around and end u 
wetting her pants. She was placed in the middle of the 
floor in front of all these ladies and with Scorpio on the 
cusp this was not her style. I su gested to the mother 
that she take her to the privacy of the bathroom and see 
what happened. The mother never had any problems again. 


My younger sister has Pisces on the VIth cusp. I 
remember that when she would not "perform" my mother just 
had to turn on the running water and presto! it all hap- 
pened. 


Ihave not had much experience with toilet-training 

problems, so the following suggestions are tentative. 

hose of you with babies in your lives might help me test 
the theory. 


VI in Aries: If the child will not perform, it is probably 
because he hasno competition and doesnot feel any chal- 
lenge in the situation. Leta toy or something he likes 
to play with dangle just within reach and he will be so 
busy trying to get it that the boredom he felt and wanted 
to get away from is eliminated. 


VI in Taurus: Just give him that apple or biscuit and he 
will Peppy remain where he is until the deed is done or 
the apple is finished. 

VI in Gemini: Lots of interesting things to look at, such 
as his first picture book. 
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Vlin Cancer: Allhe wants is his mummy there, otherwise 
you can forget aboutit. 


VI in Leo: He needs an audience, when he performs, the 
bigger the better. 


VI in Virgo: He needs method. Punctuality is very import- 
ant with this child and there must not be too much noise 
and distraction. 


VI in Libra: Can be kept occupied by having beautiful 
things to look at, suchas lovely colorful wrapping paper 
or soft scented toys to hold. 


Vlin Scorpio: As we have seen, this child likes privacy, 
so don't expose him to an audience while he is doing his 
intimate things. 


Vi in Sagittarius: Just give him plenty of toys and dis- 
tractions and he will sit, maybe not quietly, but he will 
sit and forget that he really had set his heart on throw— 
ing the books off the book shelf. 


Vil in Capricorn: He will either be dutiful and do his 
business as expected or he'll pretend he has, as he does 
not like to be scolded, Then the problem is to find out 
why he pretended in the first place. 


VI in Aquarius: He likes company. Music will probably 
keep him at the job. 


VI in Pisces: The case mentioned above about my sister, I 
think, is as good an illustration as any. The company o 
soft cuddly animal toys probably would help this child 
pass the time on the potty in the first weeks of training, 
when the child has no clue why it is on that strange 
contraption at certain intervals. 


As I mentioned earlier, when I am not asked to help 
with any specific problem I do look at the other houses, 
but some get much more attention than others. The inter- 
petetes is often the same as for the grown-up chart. 

ut as the focus is on the pre-school years or at most the 
earlier school years, this interpretation does have parti-— 
cular features. 


Seventh house: 


This is very important in a child's chart. We are shaped 
and ruled by one-to-one relationships right from the day 
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weareborn. Andas the child starts to talk and interact 
with more and more people outside the home, the seventh 
house must be taken increasingly into account. The seventh 
house shows, in many ways, the part of our personality 
which can only be brought out by interaction with other 
people. 


Uranus positioned there, so the good books say, often 
indicates upsets and breaks in relationships. I believe 
that if a child with Uranus in VII is encouraged to seek 
his friends where he wants, however strange they might 
seem to his staid parents, a lot can be done to prevent 
those breaks in relationships for which Uranus is famed; 
for the child is thus allowed to seek from an early stage 
the unconventional which is a dire necessity for his fur- 
ther successful interaction with other people. He must 
know what makes everybody tick. He knows how people like 
himself tick so he seeks out people who are obviously so 
different that he can learn "a different sort of tick", 
and, if Neptune is not too heavily involved in his mental 
faculties, the child will be able to use this knowledge 
positively when one day he is trying to work out who is 
the right partner for him. 


For personal growth and harmonious living the inter- 
pretation of the I-VII house axis is most important. Let 
me put it like this: one cannot do much about the X-IV 
axis representing the parents, but one can always work on 
bettering oneself through the first house, and one's rela- 
tionships through the seventh house; and in that lies, to 
a great extent, the key for the integration of one's whole 
personality and well-being. 


Eighth house: 


This house is not one of the main focal areas, as we are 
only interested in the pre-school child. We can get ideas 
from here on how he will adapt to changes, release old 
attachments, and relate to other people's possessions, but 
I have not used the psychologically-tuned eighth house 
very much in my interpretation of infant charts, 


Ninth house: 
I only look here when, as in Grant's case, there is an 
opposition to the IIIrd; obviously, I interpret the basic 


dynamics of any planets in this house as Ido with planets 
anywhere else. 
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Tenth house: 


The tenth house becomes important when the child goes into 
the world and realizes that not everything is centered 
around him, that there are laws and regulations (author- 
ities), and when the difference between male and female 
parents emerges for him. We can learn a lot about the 
child's attitudes to these things through a close study of 
this house. 


Eleventh house: 


I look here if a child has problems in socializing, Other- 
wise this house, like the VIIIth, is not one of main 
focus. 


Twelfth house: 


This is very important for the recognition of fears and 
such things as nightmares. It helps to draw to the par- 
ents! attention possible areas where the child will have 
problems expressing himself. When Mars sits in the 
twelfth, the emphasis on being allowed to show anger, for 
example, is very necessary. e parents should encourage 
the child to show his emotions when relevant and to be 
angry and show it when it is justified. I believe that 
many hang-ups could be diminished drastically, if not 
avoided, by a thorough interpretation of the twelfth 
house, whichis of the utmost importance especially if any 
planets are found there. 


I welcome any suggestions or examples that readers 
can contribute to my ongoing investigation of this sub- 
ject. 


AN EXAMPLE DELINEATION: 


The following is a sample interpretation of a chart. 
It was requested by the grandmother, whom I know well, The 
mother has given permission for its publication. Such a 
delineation would usually be addressed to the child's 
parents, and include references to the known home situ- 
ation and to the birthcharts of the parents, for this 
article, however, such matters have been omitted. Included 
here, but not in the delineation given to the parents, are 
the astrological indicators that led to my delineation; 
these are numbered and given at the beginning of each 
paragraph. 
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Apart from the delineation, the chart itself, anda 
general introduction to astrology, Ialso always writea 
personal letter to the parents aimed at giving them some 
insight into the relationship bet ween the Sun, Moon and 
Ascendant in the chart, specifically to explain why the 
Moon is of such importance in the child's horoscope. 


degree, 

The birth of Taryn occured at 23:51 LMT on 27th 
December 1985: 29537 30E16 (AS 6LI16, MC 3CN59, VX 
2AR41), Her chart is illustrated above. 
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1. Libra ascending: 


Taryn will grow into a charming personality, who will 
dress elegantly--flashy maybe, but not in a gaudy manner. 
She will avoid quarrels and arguments, and could become 
too compromising in order to be agreeable at all costs. 
She may well appear as a social butterfly, but don't 
forget that this is just her facade, we must look under- 
neath it to find what will really make Taryn tick and how 
her parents can now begin to help her developher talents 
in the right, positive direction. 


2. Moon in Cancer, trine Marsand Pluto in Scorpio: 


In her infancy she will react quite emotionally. Although 
she was born feeling very strong and secure emotionally, 
she will feel a need forher mother's protection from the 
big, outside world, She has a great need to be loved and 
wanted. Later in life this may manifest itself in Taryn 
herself looking after the seek and needy, but as a baby 
she just has to receive demonstrative love from her pa- 
rents. 


3. Sun and Venus in Capricorn, Moon in Cancer, Libra 
rising: 


She may not be able to show or tell her mother how much 
she craves assurance and reassurance by touch and demon- 
strative actions: she will not be a child who will be 
satisfied by her mummy saying "I do love you very much, 
you know that, don't you?" She will want andneedto have 
this love continually demonstrated. 


4.Mercury conjunct Uranus in IIIrd: 


She has a restless and inquiring mind. She will want to 
know everything. The more willingly and untiringly her 
parents can supply the answers to all the many "whys?", 
the better for fer later development during early school 
years. 


5. Moon opposite Sun, Moon in Xth, Sun conjunct Venus and 
Neptune, Saturn quintile Jupiter: 


Both parents will certainly, each in their own way, be 
important to Taryn-—-but it will be each in their own very 
different way. The ties to the mother will be very strong. 
She will love her father very much and he will give her 
lots of support. Taryn may, however, be confused by the 
differences she sees between her father and mother: she 
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will not always understand why her father acts as he does. 


6. Full IlIrd house, Mercury conjunct Uranus in Sagitta- 
rius sextile Jupiter: 


She should learn to speak very early, although it is 
likely that for a while only her parents and those close 
to her will understand anything of what she is saying. 


7. Sagittarian Mercury in IIIrd, conjunct Uranus and sex- 
tile Jupiter, no difficult aspects to Mercury: 


She shows good intelligence and the only thing that could 
hamper her learning is a short attention span. Here her 
parents canhelp by training her to use her concentration 
in games she loves and is interested in playing. She has 
the ability to learn quickly but this same ability may 
also allow her to forget what she has learned just as 
quickly. 


8. Mercury in IIIrd combined with Mars conjunct Pluto in 
IInd: 


Taryn can easily become bored. She should not be given 
lots and lots of toys to play with all together, that will 
weaken her concentration span and also bore her with too 
much at the same time. Instead, she should be given just 
one or two toys at any one time. Then, if she no longer 
feels like playing with these, even after she has been 
shown how she can get the most fun out of them, she canbe 
given another, andso on--but the alternative toys should 
not appear in too quicka succession. 


9. Sun conjunct Venus conjunct Neptune, Sagittarian Mer- 
cury in IlIIrd: 


She will probably love being read to, and later she will 
love to read herself, but do not expect her to spend hours 
at the same occupation. Her eager mental capacity will 
always be seeking new information, she will shaage have 
many questions to fire at her parents. 


10. Venus, Neptune and Sun in Capricorn, full IIIrd house, 
Moon in Xth: 


Although Capricorn children are sometimes said to be lone- 
ly children, either by choice or by fate, Taryn will 
certainly not choose to be alone. She is a very communica- 
tive little soul, who will love entertainment. As she gets 
older her toys should be designed to intrigue her, but not 
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too much, not beyond her age level otherwise she will get 
annoyed, cross with frustration. 


11. Mercury sextile Jupiter, Xth house Moon well aspected: 


Her coordination should be excellent. She will soon find 
her balance. She is one of those children who does not 
mind being moved around. She can easily adapt to new 
environments. Her parents should, however, ensure not only 
that she is secure but that she feels safe; always let her 
know why any move is necessary. 


12. Mercury conjunct Uranus in Sagittarius, Sun and Venus 
in Capricorn: 


While there is plenty of evidence of a good intelligence, 
one should not be surprised if Taryn does not live up to 
expectations in her earlier school years. (I have seen 
this again and again with children born when Mercury isin 
Sagittarius. The reason is simply this: if they do not 
find the subject interesting or purposeful--"Who needs to 
know about the doings of old Napoleon anyway?"--then they 
cannot see any reason why they should waste their precious 
time and concentration learning such subjects. Much will 
depend on the teachers; can they interest the child in 
their subject; make her aware of the later advantages for 
learning it. If they candoso, the Mercury~in-Sagittarius 
child will often pleasantly surprise them.) Taryn will 
thrive on praise in school as well as in the home. If she 
likes her subject and her teacher, she will probably end 
up being the teacher's pet. 


13. Libra ascending, three bodies in Sagittarius, Cancer 
Moon and Capricorn Sun: 


Do not order Taryn todo anything. Instead always ask her 
nicely. And praise her lavishly for any little thing she 
does. She will then become a most willing little girl. 


14. Jupiter in Vth well aspected, Ascendant square Sun, 
Verus and Neptune: 


Taryn will have a creative imagination and she will be 
artistically inclined. Her parents should not believe they 
have a dishonest child if she comes and tells them about 
imaginary friends, fairies in the garden, or other inter- 
esting things; she will believe in these and, who knows, 
maybe she will see more than others do. I cannot tell yet 
in which direction her artistic abilities will lead her. 
She should be closely observed and encouraged in every way 
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to use this ability positively, the alternative is that 
she could end up as a person who believes in castles in 
the sky. 


15. Four bodies in cardinals, including Sun and Moon; 
Jupiterin Vth, wellaspected: 


Taryn will understand and be kind to others. She willalso 
have leadership qualities. Sport and outdoor life should 
play an important part inher life. These she can happily 
share with her grandmother from an early age. (In my 
correspondence with the parents I suggested that the 
grandmother should take care not to play too roughly with 
the child. As the child grows older, the grandmother's 
initial excitement should have calmed down and she will 
then be satisfied teaching her granddaughter about the 
delights of short trips and outings to the park) Taryn has 
all the makings of being a happy and easy child but her 
parents do need to promote this by providing lots of love 
and the freedom to gain her own experiences, 


16. Cancer Moon Opposite Capricorn Sun, Neptune conjunct 
Sun, Sagittarius on cusp of full IIrd house: 


If Taryn is not allowed to develop in the carefree yet 
protected manner I have suggested, there is some danger 
that she could becomea shy, retiring child who prefers to 
live in her own make-believe world, whoretains her many 
thoughts and ideas to herself. Without a positive outlet 
she could become confused as to what is realand what not 
so real. This is, however, very unlikely for her birth

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THE DUAL TEST AND IDENTICAL TWINS 


ALEXANDER MARR 


IT TOOK TEN YEARS to locate one particular conception 
chart. The attempt began in 1976 when the writer recti- 
fied the birth charts of identical twins born two hours 
apart. Their common moment of conception, however, re- 
mained illusive, seemingly impossible to determine until 
now-~although it was investigated on several occasions 
during this ten-year period. This was particularly frus- 
trating as the conception day itself was clearly known: 
the twins' father had been at home on only one of the 
eee days, on 22nd May 1919, at all other times he had 
een away fighting the Russians, at the relief of Riga. 


During the same ten-year period, the writer was able 
to correctly identify many other prenatal epochs. In doing 


so, he gained more experience and improved his abilities 
in this subject. 


DATA: 

1. BIRTHS (rectified) at 53N43 12E34'15":

Multiple births (twins, triplets, etc) are often born 
prematurely.

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IDENTICAL TWINS 


Compare the common Epoch chart with the birthcharts of the 
twins, Martina and Anita. 


The Midheaven of the first born, Martina, is 
identical (within ' of arc) with the Moon at the 
time of conception. 


In the writer's mind, this fact removes any doubt concern- 
ing the correctness of this epoch. This single result 
cannot be considered asa general rule; it should, never- 
theless, be remembered in future situations of a similar 
type.

These twin sisters are now 66 years old. Although 
they were born two hours apart, their characters and the 
events in their lives appear to have been very similar. 
They react similarly and share like feelings and impulses. 
On most subjects their opinions are identical, they ex- 
press themselves in the same manner both in speech and in 
writing. Despite living many miles apart, they are inti- 
mately connected with each other. The usual twin-test, 
performed on them at age twenty, gave almost identical 
results for all matters of psychological impressions and 
expressions. 
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Because of two-hour interval between their births, 
the two natal horoscopes are shaped quite differently. 
These unlike birthcharts cannot be said, therefore, to 
explain the many similarities these identical twins have 
in common. Instead, the main indicator of these clear 
similarities has to be the conception chart, common to 
both sisters. Assuming this is so, it follows that the 
importance of the natal horoscope relative to the prenatal 
epoch has clearly been overstated by astrologers, both in 
the past and today. 


(This premise is confirmed by the relative strengths 
of Ronald Reagan's birth and conception charts. His Presi- 
dency is clearly shown in the prenatal epoch by the Sun- 
Moon conjunction at the Midheaven. By contrast, the very 
harmonious birthchart contains only a Moon-Jupiter opposi- 
tion and a Venus-IC conjunction~-the latter aspect symbol- 
izing his film career.) 


The appearance of eachtwin ss oteaaly tei Both 
the prenatal epoch and the birthchart of Martina, the 
first-born, have a Cancerascendant. Toacertainextent 
this also applies to the character and mentality of Anita. 


Despite the many similarities, these two women had 
very different careers. Initially, being very attached to 
each other, they worked together ona ship (1940). After 
this, between 1941 and 1946, although still living togeth- 
er, their careers developed separately. 


The younger sister, Anita, overcame great financial 
difficulties and the many problems of being a student in 
wartime Germany, to become a skilled medical doctor. She 
practiced successfully until her retirement in 1982. 


Martina, with the same talents, attended all sorts of 
training courses. She had many jobs, but failed in every 
respect. 


(It is noted that a certain lack of mental stability 
has been observed in both sisters. Both have experienced 
several nervous breakdowns.) 


These career differences can be explained by the 
differing birthcharts: 


Martina has a Cancer Ascendant and Pisces Midheaven. 
Her mental approach is ingenious, unpractical and unsteady 
due to the position of Uranus, close to the midheaven, and 
the watery nature of the overall chart. 
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Both Martina and Anita have a talent for writing 
verse. Martina cultivated this, although she failed to 
receive any financial reward; Anita did not. 


Anita's career was successful because of her ambition 
and resoluteness. She has a Leo Ascendant, the Sun is 
angular, and Aries is on the Midheaven, for these reasons 
her approach to life was more practical and constructive 
than her sister's, Yet, at the same time, she did have to 
struggle with character handicaps similar to those of her 
sister. 


All of the main events in the lives of each sister 
have coincided with appropriate directions in the prenatal 
epoch, as well as in the natal chart. Examples are given 
later. 


Naturally both Martina and Anita have investigated 
the mystery of identical twins. They say that "it fre- 
quently happens that the twin who is born second becomes 
more ambitious than the first born", 


This statement is surely due to some rather doubtful 
psychological theories. That it is true in this instance 
is entirely due to Anita's fire angles (Leo rising and 
Aries culminating) by contrast to Martina's water angles 
(Cancer and Pisces). 


Now let's consider some similarities in the two sis- 
ters that cannot be explained by the two birthcharts, 
which differ so much in terms of shape and character. As 
constantly happens in the life of identical twins (this is 
an undoubted fact) their destiny--the main events in their 
lives--have been very similar, both in the type of event 
and in its timing. 


Enough evidence has been published that shows identi- 
caltwinsdohave a very similar destiny, even when living 
in entirely different parts of the world. Their deaths, 
forexample, often occur within a short interval (days) of 
each other, frequently froman identical cause. These are 
simple cases of predestination, a similar destiny. 


SIMILARITIES 


Both sisters married late in life, at ages 36 and 38: 
Martina on 5th May 1956, Anita on 13th November 1958. Both 
have two children, a boy and a girl, born in the same 
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sequence. 
Martina: son born on 10th July 1958, daughter on 21st 
June 1959. 


Anita: son born on 28th December 1959, daughter on 7th 
March 1962. 


The circumstances and development of the two mar- 
riages were quite different. These difference can be 
explained by the two birthcharts. 


Martina married a man 21 years older than herself. He 
was born on 30th December 1899. The much older husband is 
best explained by her Capricorn Descendant being closely 
trined by the angular Saturn (orb 1°) and the absence of 
planets in the VIIth house. Saturn is also the so-called 
ruler of the VIIth house but the writer does not approve 
of ruler and sub-ruler theories--they are not reliable and 
often most misleading. 


By contrast, Anita married a man ten years younger 
than herself. A marriage in which the woman is so much 
older than the man is rare. The writer has observed that 
unusual or eccentric marriages often occur when there is 
an Aquarius Descendant. Here this is combined with an 
angular Sun in Aquarius. 


Martina's husband died in 1970, at the age of 71. The 
marriage can be said to have been happy (Saturn trine the 
Descendant). Family life did, however, suffer to some 
extent from the husband being too old to developa satis— 
factory rapport with his children, who felt some lack and 
frustration in this regard (the family life is indicated 
here by Saturn onIC), 


Anita's marriage, fromits earliest beginning, devel- 
oped in a most negative way. Her husband (Sun on Descend- 
ant) was full of fantastic ideas (Neptune opposition Sun) 
and was unsuccessful in all the many jobs and hobbies he 

ursued. Anita frequently had to pay for his more ventures 
iMaon square the IIndcusp). At the same time her husband 
was continually betraying her (Moon, Nodes and Fortuna on 
the V-XI axis). 


These are the most important facts concerning the 
sisters as individuals. Naturally they are backed up by 
the appropriate natal indications and, as will be demon- 
strated later, are reflected by significant directions. 


As noted previously, each sister is a clear water 
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type both in appearance and in a psychological sense. Each 
is clearly an introvert, with little resistance against 
others, sensitive and disposed to headaches, depressions 
and nervous breakdowns. This can be explained by the 
prenatal epoch: Mercury ina minor aspect, 75°, from the 
Ascendant, squared by Neptune. It is also noted that epoch 
Sun and Moon are in dual signs--however, a lack of suffi- 
cient prenatal epochs of this type prohibits the writer 
making any conclusion from this fact. 


MAIN EVENTS THE TWINS HAVE EXPERIENCED IN COMMON. 


Having now examined more than three thousand events 
in rectified birthcharts and, to a more limited extent, in 
prenatal epochs, the writer has come to appreciate that 
single directions cannot be related to corresponding 
events. Instead, the main events in life are invariably 
reflected by a combination of primary and/or secondary 
directions. These combine together to indicate not only an 
actual event but also the circumstances surrounding it, 
together with its full psychological effect. A specific 
event may have both agreeable and disagreeable circum- 
stances which can affect the native in varying psycho- 
logical ways.

Imaging: Uranus+ Ascendant - Sun 


This part symbolizes genius excited to creation, but me- 
naced by unknown or unconscious reactions to its unique 
insight. Awareness comes from intuition or secret sources; 
when this part manifests itself in an eccentric manner, 
the result can be ostracism, exile or some other grave 
loss:there can come a bolt of bigotry from the blue. One 
is restless and mobile, the nerves on edge because one is 
surrounded by danger and surprise. Operates in the techno- 
logical sphere. 


If the Part of Imaging is connected to the IVth or 
Xth house or toitsruler, a quick elopement is indicated. 
Seduction is indicated when it is conjunct certain other 
parts (Royalty, Moon + AS - Mars; Marriage of Women, Mars 
+ AS - Moon; Fulfillment, Mars + AS - Venus; Plays, Venus 
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+ AS - Mars); this is more likely if Mars squares either 
the Moon or Venus. 


Persons with a prominent Part of Imaging may be seen 
as a threat to others because of the erratic, Uranian 
character associated with it. 


Glamour: Neptune+Ascendant- Sun 


This part can manifest itself either in an overdeveloped 
ego, with a boldly false front, or (more frequently) ina 
modest, meek character displaying physical weaknesses. 
Both modes tend towards self-deception; this in turn leads 
to the native being exploited or physically harmed by 
others. Both types degrade and humiliate, and are treach- 
erous; but they are also self-entrapping. 


On the positive side, this part gives inspiration and 
psychic talents especially if connected with Pisces. In 
the XIIth house indicates work in hospitals or other 
places of confinement. 


Beware of poisoning in general if malefics are in- 
volved.

Organization: Pluto + Ascendant - Sun 


This part is related to the physical interactions of one's 
body or of a corporation. It tells about the nourishment 
and surroundings of the native, how these affect his body, 
and what kind of transformation will result froma change 
of habits. This includes changes of associates. 


When strong this part may be indicative of a base 
disregard for others as the native tries to gain advan- 
tages through his or her physical abilities. The need for 
organization is the usual pretext. 


This part is also connected with miracles, In mundane 


affairs it represents coal and mined ores, Caves, mines 
and miners, and anything found under the ground. 
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Unusual Events: Uranus+ Ascendant - Moon 


This part, combining t wo of the most erratically changing 
planets, points to highly emotional areas in which quick 
and sudden changes may be expected. It causes faulty 
interpretations on the part of the native, or rapid ex- 
citement through experiences shared with others. 


Duplicity: Neptune + Ascendant - Moon 


When this is prominent, the native becomes dependent on 
people who influence and exploit him. Emotional discord 
may result as the native finds it hard to leave such 
unfavorabl relationships. Often, the native will hold on 
to these ties with much sincerity and without resentment, 
even when material loss is involved. The part of Deception 
in hard aspect to the Midheaven indicates an unresisting 
victim of deception.

Messages: Uranus+Ascendant- Mercury 


Tells us about sudden news, the native's originality, 
inquisitiveness, and tendency to interfere. When promi- 
nent, indicates a quick understanding and an ability to 
organize and arrange things quickly.

Fraud: Neptune+ Ascendant - Mercury 


If this part is strong one deceives oneself with the help 
of other people's misconceptions. One is led in wrong 
directions by dishonest people.

This part also indicates 
fraud committed in collusion with others, malicious sche- 
ming and divination. 
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In hard aspect to Mars: there are arguments on ac- 
count of the native's delusions.

UT, Cambridge: 42N22 71W06) and of astronomer, writer and 
occasional Bi lcape Percival Lowell (13th March 1855, 
12:29 UT, Boston: 42N22 71W04). More recently, Marc Pen- 
field published the data for Percival's sister, Lesbian 
poet Amy Lowell (9th February 1874, 6:14 UT, Brookline: 
42N20 71W07). [*1] 


Today the best-known Lowell is Robert, another poet, 
who was born on the afternoon of lst March 1917 [¥2] in

The family resemblances are strong. Eight points 
stand out: 


1. Of the 40 planets in the four horoscopes, 22 are in 
Aquarius and Pisces, 


2. James Russell, Percival and Robert have the Sun in 
Pisces, 


3. Percival, Amy and Robert have Mars in Pisces, 


4. In the two cases (James Russell and Amy) where the Sun 
and Mars are not together in Pisces, Mars makes a hard 
aspect to the Moon:a conjunction forJ.R. (41! applying), 
a sesquiquadrate for Amy (38! separating), 


5. All have Jupiter in the southeast quadrant. For the 
assumed birth hours, Jupiter is the next planet to culmi- 
nate inallmaps except Percival's, where the Moon culmi- 
nates first and is followed by Jupiter. 


6. All have Jupiter and the Moon side by side. In Perci- 
val's case the Moon leads in diurnal motion; in all other 
horoscopes Jupiter leads. In view of this and the preced- 
ing point, it is interesting that Percival is the only 
individual among the four who was not a poet. 


7. J.R., Percival and Amy have major aspects between 
Uranus and the Mean Node. J.R.'s is a trine (57'), Perci- 
val's a conjunction, and Amy's a square: the two latter 
aspects have identical orbs, 1955!, Robert does not have a 
direct aspect; however, he has Uranus semisquare the Moon- 
Node midpoint (44), 


8. Several degree areas might show up if birth times were 
more certain (e.g., 23° of mutable signs). At present the 
most interesting degree area seems to be 20 Aquarius, 
where J.R. has his Sun~Moon midpoint, Percival his Jupi-

A TECHNICAL NOTE 


CONSIDERATIONS follows standard astrological and 
astronomical conventions as much as possible. De- 
grees of the Zodiac (ecliptic) are indicated either 
by the and ' symbols meaning degrees and minutes 
(and occasionally by " meaning seconds) or else by a 
sign symbol insegted between the degree and minutes 
pagts. Thus 265°16' of Longitude is the same as 
25°16' of Sagittarius or 25,7716. 


Time is stated in hours and minutes (and sometimes 
seconds) separated by colons. Thus 2:07:48 means 2 
hours, 7 minutes and 48 seconds. Civil time is 
usually stated as UT (Universal Time) or ET (Ephem- 
eris Time) since this saves the reader from uncert- 
ainty about precisely what clock rules are being 
followed. UT may be converted to Eastern Standard 
Time (EST) by subtracting five hours. ET is approxi- 
mately equivalent to UT. A good explanation of the 
difference between UT and ET is found in the appen- 
dix "How to Cast a Natal Horoscope" by Robert Hand 
and Joshua Brackett, in The American Ephemeris 
1931 to 1980. 


Hours are given in the 24-hour dial to avoid errors 
with "a.m." and "p.m."; 17:00, not 5:00 p.m. 


Decimal points always separate whole numbers from 
decimal parts. Colons are used to separate whole 
numbers from sixtieths. Thus 2:07.8 means 2 hours, 7 
minutes and eight-tenths of a minute, which is 
equivalent to 2:07:48 


When the decimal point is used together with degree, 
arc minute and arc second symbols, the decimal point 
follows the symbol of the last whole unit. Thus 
23,41 degrees can be written 239.41 or 23°24'.6 or 
23°24" 36". 


Local sidereal time (ST) is expressed in hours. The 
right ascension of the local meridian (RAMC) is 
expressed in angular measure. The former is equal to 
the latter divided by 15. ST 7:51 is the same as 
RAMC 117°45'. 


Zodiacal positions may be assumed to be tropical 
unless it is stated otherwise. Sidereal horoscopes 


usually require that an ayanamsha be specified. 
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
